HARDING REALIZES 
DEFECT IN PROPOSAL 


“We Cannot Sell Where 
We Do Not Buy,” Was 


Declaration of President 
in Inaugural Address.

Washington, April 2.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—As the 
date “or the special session of ‘con- 
gress approaches President Har- 
ding’s fiscal poliey becomes more 
of an enigma than ever. 

In his inaugural] address on the 
4th of March the president argued 
both ‘les ‘of the tariff question. 
He advocated a pronounced 
vision upward, and with the same 
breath declared “We cannot’ sell 
where we do not buy and we can- 
not sell successfully where we do 
not carry,” thus emphasizing, in his 
appeal for trade expansion, the 
necessity for this nation to remain 
a purchaser in the foreign markets 
in order to remain a seller of 
American produced goods in the 
same markets.. | 

Contradictory Utterances. 

Quoting him to the line he said: 

“Today, as never «before, 
people are seeking trade, 
tion and expansion, wé must adjust 
our tariffs to the new order. We 
seek participation in the world’s 
exchanges, because therein lies our 
way to widened influence and *the 
triumphs of peacé®. We know fal! 


well we cannot sell where we de 


not buy and we canrot sell success+ 
fully where we d@ not carry.” 

On-the Sth' of March The Consti- 
tution editorially referred to this 
remarkable statement, and its con- 
tradictory sentiment» to that of 
other passages in his address urg- 
ing a high tariff wall. It asked the 
question: 

“With the eredtion of a high 
tariff barrier against the. balance 
of the world, will the immediate 
and inevitable effect not be to 
limit our purchases abroadt” 

And concluded the editorial with 
the following pertinent prophecy; 

“Later on this admission will be 
a Banquo’s ghost that will con- 
front the republican congress in its 
dealings with the tariff question.” 

Members Are Uncertain. 

Members of congress who areé.as- 
sembling today for the week’ s cau- 
cus activities preceding ithe con- 
vening of the,special session on the 
llth, are confronted therefére with 
uncertainty as to whether,\Mr. Har- 
ding will trust to the republican 
leaders in congress the revision of 
the tariff, for which, together with 
a revision of taxes the session has 
been called, or map out his own 
fiscal] program in conjunction with 
his cabinet and pass it along with 
mandatory orders from the white 
house to the capitol. 

Only one thing is definite at this 
hour, and that is that the president 
has asked for the re-enactment of 
the Fordney emergency tariff bill 
which was passed in the last hours 
of the sixty-sixth congress and 
promptly vetoed by Mr. Wilson. 

There is not a member of con- 
gress who does not know, deep 
down in hig heart, that this tem- 
porary tariff bill is political ban- 
comb pure and simple. 

That it is demanded now, osten- 
sibly in the interest of the farm- 
ers, when its short duration can be 
of no benefit to the producer of a 
single product grown in this coun-

STRUCK BY TRAIN 
YOUNG GIRL DES 
AT FORT HOSPITAL 


Miss Aileen Morgan Fails 
to Hear Warning Whis- 
tle, Owing to Noise of a 
Passing Freight. 


Miss Aileen Morgan, 
daughter of Dr. S. E. Morgan, of 350 
Lee St., was fatally injured Saturday 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock, when she 
was run over by a switching en- 
gine of the Central of Georgia rail- 
road near Murphy avenue, behind 
the Candler warehouse. -She was 
taken to the Fort McPherson hos- 
pital where she died at 7 o'clock 
at night. 

Miss Morgan walked into the mid- 
die of the four-track railroad sys- 
tem, according to James W. King. 
engineer of the engine which struck 
her. Another train was m ving out 
of the city, and she walked as near 
it as she could; apparently waiting 
to cross as soon as the train had 
passed. 

Engineer King blew the whistle 
and applied the brakes when he saw 
the young woman on the track. His 
engine was going backwards, and 
he did not see her knocked down. 
He said she did not pay any atten- 
tion to his warning whistle, and 
kept her eyes on the ground. It was 
obvious that the rattle of the pass- 
ing freight drowned the sound of 
the approaching locomotive, which 
struck her before it could be aalted. 
King stopped his engine about sev- 
éenty feet after striking t‘ girl. He 
said he was going, eight miles an 
hour at the time of the accident. 

‘The wheels of the engine. cut off 
both legs of the young woman and 
severely lacerated her body. Her 
father, who has been in frail 


health for several months with 
heart «trouble, .was not informed 
of the accMient to his daughter for 
several hours, but her mother has- 
tened to the hospital’ at once. 

Besides her parents, Miss Morgan 
had a younger brother, Corwin Mor 
zan. She was employed at the Can- 
dler warehouse.

but this is explained in the Ency- 
clopoedia Britannica, which states 
that Charles Hindley, in reprinting 
in 1862 a garbled version of the 
prophecy, confessed to adding some 
doggerel verse of his own, and ad- 
mitted that the prediction of .the 
world’s end was a hoax. 

Despite his confession, the pre- 
diction of the end of the world was 
taken haghe nooy by many persons in 
rural England, and the year 1881 
was one of continual apprehension 
and poignant alarm among_these 
believers. Ever since Mother Ship- 
ton uttered her prophecy it has ex- 
erted an unusually strong hold on 
the credulity .of England, an as 
events have slowly come to pass as 
she had predicted, with new inven- 
tions and historical incidents ap- 
paisa | substantiating her predic- 
tions, this faith in her ocult powers 
has increased, and has attracted 
great interest to her poem. 


Belief in Her Power. 


An example of the belief in her 
mystic powers was given during her 
lifetime, when she _ predicted that 
the town of Yeovil, in Somerset, 
would be consumed with floods and 
earthquakes. As the date approach- 
ed, if one may believe tradition and 
legend, the people of the town left 
their homes and camped on the sur- 
rounding hillsides, and others came 
from miles around to witness the 
destruction of the town, until im- 
‘mense throngs were gathered to see 
the Peep ode come true. In this they 
were disappointd, but Mother Ship- 
ton’s failure in this instance ap- 
parently did not lessen her influ- 
ence, for many other predictions 
were realized during her lifetime. 

She warned the great Cardinal 
Wolsey that he would never come 
to York, and this came true. While 
the cardjnal was on his way to the 
city which Mother Shipten had pre- 
dicted that he should never see, he 
was arrested at-the orders of King 
Henry VIII.. when less than elfght 
miles from his destination, and was 
taken by Northumberland to Let- 
cester, where he died. Mother Ship- 
ton’s prediction of the great fire 
which swept London; the execution 
of King Charles I., the reformation 
and the. reign of Elizabeth and 
James came true in sufficient tinte 
to hold the faith of her followers. 
At the end, she foretold -the exact 
hour and day of her own death, and 
at the appointed time she died. 

Regarding this unusual woman, 
little is known as fact, but the 
legend is sufficiently exact to fur- 
nish at least an outline of her life. 
Mrs. T. B. Livingston, of this city, 
in submitting a copy of the proph- 
ecy, added that “Mother Shipton 
was said to be so horrible looking 
that no artist could paint anything 
that could possibly do her justice.” 

Richard Head, however, described 
her appearance in a book on “Moth- 
er Shipton’s Life and Death,” which 
he published in 1684. Making all 
possible allowance for his exagger- 
ation, the picture he presents in 
words is horrible enough: 

Long Head and Sharp Eyes. 

“Her head was long, with sharp, 
fiery eyes; her nose of an incred- 
ible and unproportionate length, 
having many crooks and turygings, 
adorned with many strange pimples 
of divers colors, as red, blue and 
dirt, which, like vapors of brim- 
stone, gave such. a luster to her af- 
‘frighted spectators in the dead 
time of night, that one of them con- 
fessed sevéral times in my hearing 
that her nurse needed no, other 
light to assist her in her duties.” 

"It has beén suggested that the 
person posing as Mother Shipton 
was Master William Lilly, an as- 
tronomer living from 1602 to 1681,” 
hwrote Mrs. Henry Ittmer, of 52 
Elizabeth street, another. reader 
who took interest in the published 
request forthe poem. Another ver- 
sion was sent in by & G. Woodall, 
editor of The LaGrange Graphic, 
who wrote: “This so-called prophe- 
cy’ is ascribed to Mother Shipman 
AUrsula Southill), but it is claimed 


sonmably sure t the lines were 
written. by Char Hindley.” ‘Hind- 
ley confessed to adding some lines 
sai origina 


Lr ney its statement on nothing 
so 
‘ped tannica gives Mother Ship- 
man the credit of having written 
the lines. According to this au- 
esity she was born near York- 
shire a good many years before 
Columbus discovere America, 
though the exact date is in doubt. 
The legend concerning her states 
that she was begotten, like the 
‘Wizard Merlin of King <Arthur’s 
Round Table, of a union of phan- 
tom of Apollo or’ some other aerial 
demon in that guise, and a beauti- 
ful young orphan girl of York- 
shire named Agatha Southill. The 
baby was christened Ursula South- 
ill] by the abbott of Beverly. From 
early childhood the prophetess dis- 
Played her weird powers, which de- 
veloped in scope » she grew older. 
She married a rpenter named 
Shipton, according to the legend, 
and died at the age of 73 years. 
Contrary to the custom of those 
times, Mother Shipton, despite her 
suspected connection with the dev- 
il and the powers of darkness, es- 
caped hanging as a witch, due 
largely to the fact that she had 
never been known to harm any one. 
Her “evil eye” was never turned 
toward any person, but exerted its 
haleful .power.in piercing the veil 
of the future. 
Had Many Followers, 

Not only did Mother Shipten es- 
cape hanging or burning as a witch, 
but she actually developed a strong 
tollowing ot believers in her occult 
powers. “Many of the best people 
came to her for advice,” according 
to an authority, and her prophecies 
received profound respect and wide 
credence througnout rural Eng- 
land. 

In the four centuries and more 
since her birth, her predictions have 
from time to time been recalled, 
especially as some new invention or 
historical development has seemed 
to bear out her prophecies. That 
there still exists a strong interest 
in this weird woman is proven by 
the numbers of replies received by 
The Constitution to a*request for 
a copy of the verse. Among the 
scores answering the request have 
been the following:

White Women Workers for 
Uncle Sam Object to 


Washington, April 2.—Members of 
congress today received_copies of a 
petition addressed to Mrs. Virginia 


Whitespeel. chairman of the nation- 
al .woman's republican. committee 
of the District of Columbia, and 
signed bv 508 white women e¢em- 
ployees in the offices of the reg- 
ister of the treasury, opposing ap- 
pointment of a negro as register. 

“We have been definitely  in- 
formed,” the signers of the petition 
declared, “that the appointment of 
a colored man as register of the 
treasury is being considered. The 
register’s office is now very large 
and is doing responsible work. Its 
personnel consists of more than 900 
clerks, mostly ex-service men and 
white women who are dependent up- 
on their income here for support. 
For a negro to have jurisdiction 
aver these clerks would be intolera- 

e. 

“It is true that colored men have 
served as registers of the treasury, 
but out of the twenty-two regis- 
ters onlv four have been negroes. 
At no time when this office was. 
under the supervision of a negro 
did the personnel consist of more 
than nineteen clerks and one mes- 
senger.” . 

The signers of the petition, whose 
homes as given included 35 states 
in a letter to members of congress 
enclosing the petition declares: 

“This petition does not come from 
any political faction, nor was it in- 
stigated by southern prejudice. 
Northerners. southerners, eastern- 
ers, democrats and republicans alike 
have set their signature thereto. 

“In time of war it was thought 
inadvisable to put negro officers in 
charge of white troops. In times of 
peace it would certainly be inexpe- 
dient to give negroes jurisdiction 
over white citizens.” 


Bureau of Mines 
To Inspect Clays 
In Georgia Soil 


Washington, April 2.—(Special.)— 
The bureau of: mines of the federal 
government plans to investigate 
Georgia clays. which they think 
will prove important . substitutes 
for high grade imported clays, just 
as soon as additional funds from 
conrress will permit the extension 
of their new investigation plant at 
Tuscaloosa, Ala. This assurance 
was given United States Senator 
William J. Harris, of Georgia, to- 
day by Acting Director H. Foster 
Bain, of the mines’ bureau, in a let- 
ter which came as a result of the 
activities of Secretary J. W. Yopp, 
of the Georgia manufacturers’, asso- 
ciation, through Senator Hartis. 

Senator Harris has assured the di- 
rector of the bureau here of his 
willingness to assist in securin 
additional appropriations whic 
would: provide for extension of the 
investigations in Georgia. Review- 
ing the pYans of the bureau, Direc- 
tor Bain writes: 

“Recently. a.new station of the 
bureau has been established at Tus- 
caloosa, Ala., and a part of the work 
of this station will be in connec- 
tion with non-metallics. There 
will be, however, only two men as- 
signed to this work owing to our 
limited funds, and of course, the 
amount of work that two men- can 
cover will be necessarilv restricted. 

“It is important to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the Georgia 
clay as well as the clays from cer- 
tain other states. In many respects 
the Georgia clays are more likely 
to ultimately act as substitutes for) 
the high gerade imported clays which 
are now being used than any other 
clays known at the present time. A 
good deal of work. however, has to 
be done-in the field, in experimen- 
tation in the laboratory and on a 
semi-commercial scale, and the bu- 
reau at the present time does not 
have the funds to take care of this 
work. It is probable that a request 
will be made by the bureau for 
funds at the coming session of con- 
gress in the form of an emergency 
estimate to handle the needed work 
in non-metallics, and your co-oper- 
ation in connection with this mat- 
ter would be appreciated.”

Manila, P. I, April 2.—Fifteen 
thousand persons were rendered 
homeless by a fire last night, the 
most destructive here in more than 
twenty years, which destroyed 3,000 
houses in the northern section of 
the city, a native quarter known as 
the San Lazaro district. Two bodies 
were found today in the ruins. 

Police estimate the loss at $3,000,- 
000. The razed area consisted most- 
ly of small native structures occu- 
pied as dwellings and stores. It 
extended over thirty acres. 

American sailors from the flag- 
ship Huron, of the Asiatic fleet, 
and American soldiers from the 
Manila barracks were cheered as 
they marched into the burning dis- 
trict to assist in fighting the 
flames. 

Red Cross workers before day- 
light began assembling food and 
clothing “for the homeless, most of 
whom spent the night in. vacant 
lots. An appropriation of “$10,000 
was made by the eity eouncil for 
relief. work and subscription Jists 
were opened.

ments made by the authorities and 
ef the 
late tonight. 

“That Beckwith had premeditated 
suicide. is clearly’ established, the 
instructor having left several let- 
ters showing his intention.in that 
respect. At:first it was believe 
that Dr. Wharton had been killed 
in unsuccessful attempt to prevent 
Beckwith’s suicide but this theery 
has now been cast aside. 

‘ Coroney §.., Ellis. Crane, District 
Attorney Frank Mailpass and Chan- 
cellor Day are all agreed in the 


belief that Dr. Whatton was shot]. 


following an argument when Beck- 
with presented a letter in answer 
to Wharton's notification that the 
university would have no need of 
Beckwith’s services after the close 
of college in June. 

Five Bullets In Rody. 

Five bullets were found.in Dr. 
Wharton's body, indieating.: that. 
Beckwith had made sure hig supe? 
rior was dead before he turnéd the 
revolver upon himself, 7 

Dean Wharton was in his 32d 
year and had been an Instructor at 
Syracuse university since his gradu- 
ation from that institution ‘eight 
years ago. He was made dean of 
the college of business administra- 
tion two years ago and Be¢kwith 
Was one of the Instructors under 
him. 

Beckwith had been the brunt of 
seVeral jokes by the college student 
body during the last year. He had 
established the practice of locking 
the doors of the class room at the 
time the class was dug to begim 
and the would not dmit tardy’ 
Pupils. 

Unpopular With i iene, 

He was strict in discipline and. 
in the matter of time deveted to 
his classes and he- had some pe- 
culiarities which made him more 
or less a Victim for students’ pranks. 
and he was decidedly unpopular 
with them. It-jis claimed they cir- 
culated a petition for his discharge 
last fall. 

University. authorities had con- 
vinced themselves that Beckwith 
was a liability rather than an asset. 
and last Monday he received his 
notifidation te look elsewhere for 
a paginas J assignment next fall. 

He protested but his arguments 
without avail, Friday night. 
it has been established, he spent 
hours in this room writing letters, 
one of which was addressed to Dean 
Wharton. It was a lengthy docu- 
ment, saying amon other , things: 
a’ cornered rat will fight.’ 

He asked that his Unele Geor 
Holmes, of Montclair, N, J., be no i. 
fied and that his action be kept: 
from an aunt who is ill. 

Wrote Story of Life : 

That he had a rather turbulent ca- 
reer and regarded at least two yer. 
sons, outside of Syracuse who 
figured in his troubles in the educa- 
tional world, as being worthy sub: 
jects for murder, is shown in the 
story of his. life, written under date 
of March; 80, and turned over ae- 
cording to -his written wishes, to 
Prof. John Simmons, a faculty 
member here, 

Discussing his discharge at Colo- 
rade col Liege. Dr. Beckwith speaks of 
Howbert, a bank president, 
Senpeentie one of the board of gov- 
and writes: 

“Mr. Howbert’s anger 
bounds.

He attended the Pacific ‘theote {- 
cal school at Berkeley, Cah. but did 
not complete the course. In 1911, he 
was graduated from Columbia. to 
which university he transferred in 
908: He married Helen Francis 
Robinson in California, before en- 
tering Celumbia. They. had sepa- 
rated sometime ag ey. 

After graduation he apent a short 
time in Germany @nd_ returned to 
Amevica as @ teacher at. Dartmouth, 
He condemned Dartmouth as “the 
toughest college in America: all. 
men. the dominant element of whom 
delights in tourhness.” He had trou- 
ble there. blaming his trouble on 
Prof. George R. Wicker, of whom 
he says: “This human cur, Wicker, 
has since died.” 

His story tells of _ SRA Romerte in 
California, Colorado and Iowa, 
finally reverting to Syracuse. 


FAILED AS 
BANK EXAMINER,

First Case of Intimida- 
tion in Coal Strike Re- 
ported From South 
Wales Colliery. 


London, April 2.—While the with- 
drawal of the pump-engine men,

At a mass meeting of the miners 
at Neath it was complained that 
nonunionists were working in a 
certain colliery, and it was decided 
te hold demonstrations at the col- 
liery Monday to make the men 
cease work. 

Plan Volunteer Service. 

In order to meet the industrial crisis 
brought on by the coal strike the 
union organization formed among 
the middie class population. is ar- 
ranging for the institution of a 
volunteer service to assist the au- 
thorities in maintaining supplies of 


food and essential commodities. 

It is expected that on Monday or- 
ders will be issued for the drastic 
rationing of coal for lighting pur- 
poses, householders being reduced 
to one hundred weight weekly and 
factories and business concerns to 
50 per cent of their normal con- 
sumption. 

Food supplies are dmple for the 
present, according to the board of 
trade, and there is no anxiety on 
this score unless a breakdown in 
transportation occurs.

“Yes, sir, they all cried and beg- 
ged—and some of ‘em asked to be 
knocked in the head before being 
thrown in, but Mr. Johnny wouldn't 
do ‘it and wouldn’t let me do it— 
we just threw them-off the bridge 
and rode on back to the plantation. 


Drowned Negroes. 


“Most of the drowned negroes 
camé off the-farm of Mr. Huland 
Williams—my boss’ son. But a few 
of the ones Mr. Johnny called ‘bad’ 
and wanted done away with came 


off of his own farm. 

“Most of these dead negroes was 
originally from Atlanta, Alacon, or 
somewhere else—they didn’t come 
from Jasper county. Mr. Huland 
Williams, the son of my boss, wouid 
go to Atlanta and Macon and get 
the negroes out of the stockade by 
paying their fines. I used to hear 
him and his father talking about 
all that. 

“Well, they brought the negroes 
to the farm and put ’em to work, 
and kept guards over ’em all the 
time so as not to let ‘em get away 
or talk too much. I don’t know 
whether they got any pay or not— 
I know Mr. Johnny paid me $20 a 
month and board. 

“Of course, mister, I’m sorry I 
knocked all them boys in the head 
and helped Mr. Johnny do away with 
them others, but there wasn’t noth- 
ing else I could do—the boss told 
me if I didn’t do as he said, I would 
be the next dead negro around there. 
I admits I have always’ been 
mighty afraid of Mr. Williams. 

“When.he got ready to kill a 
negro, he would come to me and 
say, ‘Clyde, I’m scared of that ne- 
gro. Then he would tell me what 
he wanted done, and being as I 
was working for him and couldn’t 
get away myself, I had to go ahead 
and do it.” 

Williams’ Repry. 

Williams’ reply to these charges 

follows: 


“It’s all a lie.. This trouble all 
began six or seven years ago and 
was caused by controversies over 
land lines and live stock. Mrs. M. 
Leverett and her three sons, Dave, 
Tom and Roy, own a farm adjacent 
to mine. They claimed I had part of 
their land, and since then argu- 
ments over stock have occurred. 

“If any-negroes have been killed; 
by Manning’ it was under the or- 
ders of the Leveretts and not mine. 
It’s all a frame-up between these 
boys to break my neck in the fed- 
eral courts,” he continued. “It is 
true that I have secured some ne- 
groes from jail. I have bailed them 
out Just as other farmers, and I have 
paid them salaries. There has been 
nothing illegal in such transactions 
of mine.” , 

Williams was aske@a 
been any recent trouble between 
the two families. 

“Yes,” he replied. “Last fall they 
(the Leverett boys) charged my boys 
with having reported a still to 
county officials and a shooting 
scrape almost resulted from that: 
Not long ago Dave Leverett and I 
had a fight, and it was aft.r this 
that they threatened to ‘break oyr 
necks’ in the federal courts. . 

“If I had killed the negroes, I 
wouldn’t havé carried them four- 
teen miles aie | to dump them in a 
river, but would have placed them 
in the river near my farm, where 
I know the depth.” he continued. 

“Mannineg’s statement is a posi- 
tive lie. I never shot one of the 
negroes, nor ordered him to hit 
four of them in the head, and 
neither did@ I haul six of them to 
points on the Yellow river, where 
they were drowned ‘like cats,’ as 
he sayé.”

Abuse of State. 

With the publishing of the negro’s 
confession and the subsequent dis- 
covery of the eleven bodies under 
his direction, the smoldering fire of 
abuse of conditions in Georgia broke 
out afresh. From the north and south 
once again the Georgian has an op- 
portunity to read of his state lead- 
ing all in the number of lynchings. 
Every American state is accustomed 
to vicious political campaigns, fea- 
tured with hatred and personalities. 
Yet the majority of the press awards 
Georgia the leading position. 

Atlanta is held up as the one 
large city in the south with a rec- 
ord for crime -and scandul. The 
present civic scandal is discussed 
with renewed interest. The city is 
censored for allowing the opera- 
tions of the bunco gang. while the 
whole state is held up in a false 
light of lawlessness. 

And to cap the climax of the se- 
ries of crime, the revolting story 
of the “death farm” has been told 
the world, and the state is criticised 
for its system of lInws which make 
such a crime possible.

The chief executive of the state 
and its thousands of better citizens 
are in accord that any traces of 
peonage must be stamped out. A 
blanket indictment of the state, in 
the opinion of its citizens, . should 
not be made because there is a bad 
class existing within its borders. 

The best authority on the situa- 
tion, Vincent Hughes, head of the 
bureau of investigation of the fed- 
eral department of justice, who has 
made a thorough study of the actual 
conditions, Was requested by The 
Constitution correspondent to out- 
line his opinion, and he granted an 
interesting interview today, fe 

Probe Peonage. 


“This office receives and investi- 
gates every COmplaint of peonage 
arising in the territory comprising 
almost the whole state of Georgia,” 
he said. “The buik of.our work 
now is on peOnage complaints, and 
there are more of these than all 
other cases combined. We find our- 
selves handicapped in handling many 
of these complaints because the law 
is not broad enough, 

“The technical crime of peonage 
is only committed when involuntary 
servitude exists On a basis of debts, 
and many negroes are held in servi- 
tude through fear and other coer- 
cion, perhaps more so than for debt. 
Ona basis of SeOgraphcial origin of 


that peonage in Georgia is not 
widespread in the sense of being 
state-wide,” he continued. ™@ 

audging from the complaints we 
receive a far greater part of Geor- 
gia is free from the practice which 
seems to center in two or three 
sore spots, where social conditions 
are-less advanced.” Pointing to a 
map, Mr. Hughes indicated Jasper, 
50 miles from Atlanta, as the worst 
peonage county in the state. He 
pointed to Pike as another county 
showing symptoms, and then a 
block of several counties in south-’ 
central] Georgia as a third origin 
of complaints. 

Country Victims. 

“Most of. the peonage victims,” he 
said,’’ are country hegroes, In the 
case of Williams, who got his ne- 
groes from city stockades, however, 
we find a difference, both in the 
class and in the fact that they were 
day lgborers, for the majority of the 
complaints we have investigated are 
cases of tenant farmers. These men 
are working on an arrangement by 
which the landowner supplies mules, 
cotton seed, tools and fertilizer, 
with the tenant contributing labor 
and receiving trom a quarter to a 
half of the crop, 

“The tenants usually buy food 
at the tenant commissaries,” he 
continued. “I have no hesitation in 
saying that the number of com- 
laints reaching us concerning ne- 
groes of this class has increased 
markedly lately. 1 believe’ that 
the condition of the cotton market 
has something to do with it, for 
with most of the farmers holding 
last year’s crop, the teiptation to 
avoid paying out money is very 
strong, while at the same time they 
need labor. 

“My impression is that the bulk of 
Georgia white residents are gulilt- 


peonage law, just as my experience 
leads me to believe that thé bulk 
of white citizens are whole-hearted- 
ly back of our efforts to stamp out 
peonage,” he asserted, 

Local Conditions. 


“That attempts are sometimes 
made to hinder or block our in- 
vestigations, prove nothing but the 
fact that local conditions favor pe- 
onage. We expect them, and, in 
the long run, they cannot greatly 
hinder us.” 

“Through investigations by our 
agents have found Newton county to 
be free of peonage,”’ declared Mr, 
Hughes. ‘We have received splen- 
did support: from the eounty officials 
of Newton county in the investiga- 
tion we have made, and we feel that 
the linking of the name of Newton 
county with peonage charges does 
the citizens of that county an in- 
justice.” 

The loophole in the peonage law 
may be best shown in the federal 
indictment of Sheriff W. F. Persons, 
of Jasper county,for “kidnaping 4 
negro into slavery.” The question 
of debt servitude is not involved, 
and the case is not one of peonage. 
The charge brought against the 
sheriff was the only possible one. 

It is alleged by the federal au- 
thorities that a negro left Persons’ 
farm in Jasper county and came to 
Atlanta, where the sheriff found 
him and carried him back. ,The 
negro was then made to work, it is 
charged. If Persons could have 
prevented the negro from leaving, 
it was pointed out, there i8 no pos- 
sible way in which the federal 
officials could have stopped such 
action, no matter how clear the 
facts about involuntary servitude 
might have_been, for no question 
of debt was involved. 

Attitude of People. 

Now, back again to the question 
of the attitude of Georgia people 
toward peonage. 

Certainly the opinion of a north- 
erner should be considered impar- 
tial to the state. 

In this connection Rowland Thomp- 
as, staff correspondent of The New 
York World. has been making an 
with The Constitu- 
tion correspondent of the Williams 
case and the real peonage condi- 
tions in Georgia. Governor Dorsey 
has commended the action of The 
World in sending a representative 
to “cover” the case at the scene of 
the murders and alleged violations 
of the peonage laws. 

“How do the Georgia people in 
generai feel about the present 
situati.n?” Mr. Thomas was asked. 

“My unqualified answer to that 
question,” he replied, “is that every 
decent white man and woman in 
Georgia, which means at least 90 
per cent of the state’s white pop- 
ulation, Is as deeply outraged and 
indignant over the recent revela- 
tions as the people of any other 
part of the country can be. 

“My conclusion has been reached 
as follows: I came south feeling 
that thée™sdiscussion of the, preva- 
lence of peonage here was going to 
be a ticklish’ topic. likely’ to fead 
‘to evasions and arouse resentment. 
| Instead of this, I have found all 
the people in Atlanta have raised 
the question themselves and have 
been outspoken in both the admis- 
sion of conditions and determina- 
tion to have the evils removed. 

“This is the attitude of men of 
vision and education,” he said. 

Raral Districts. 

“T then came to the rural dis- 
tricts of Newton county still ex- 
pecting to find a different attitude 
here. But again I was disappoint- 
ed. The same frankness, the same 
indignation, the same determina- 
tion to give the negro a square 
deal was found. Everywhere this 
sentiment is manifest among farm- 
ers and small town business men 
Pane pure American stock.

Thorough Probe Is Wanted | 


By Citizens, Says Minister 


The following statement, from 
Rev. J. J. Winburn, prominent min- 
ister of Jasper county, was receiv- 
ed Saturday night by The Consti- 
tution. Mr. Winburn declares that 
the people of his county desire a 
thorough investigation of charges 
against John S. Williams and his 
sons, and that they will co-operate 
with all officials to this end. His 
statement follows: , 

BY REV. J. J. WINBURN., 

For some days I have been try- 
ing to find some one who, would 
write and give to the world that 
which every man, woman and child 
in Jasper county feels should be 
told. If Jasper county is the “dark- 
est Africa’ in Georgia. If its citi- 
zenry is made up of men who disre- 
gard all law. If it is dangerous 
for an officer from a foreign state 
within its con- 
If its own elected and com- 
missioned officers are unworthy of 
belief and are not to be trusted, it 
follows that, in all fairness, the 
world is entitled to know this. All 
of this and more -has, by sugges- 
tion, been said of us. Jasper couR- 
ty’s trial in the newspapers has 
been unfair. : The conclusions reach- 
ed have been untrue. 

I wish to make myself perfectly 
understood. I am Johnnie Williams’ 
pastor. I am Johnnie Williams’ 
friend. it has been my privilege 
to be entertained many times in his 
home. I have been permitted to bap- 
tize and receive into the church four 
of his children—I have prayed and 
shall continue to pray for him, but, 
let, me say this with emphasis, I 
am not engaged in his defense. If 
he is guilty of the atrocious crimes 
with which he has been charged, 
then let justice be done—and the 
heart and soul of Jasper county 
speaks through my_ pen. 

My purpose is to defend my coun- 
ty ahd my people. I do this know- 
ing that one who speaks on the de- 
fensive,' speaks at a disadvantage, 
yet I make the assertion that Jas- 
per county is not only not a bad 
county, but a good county. That 
her officers not only not bad men, 
but honest, efficient and safe men, 
and that her people are not only not 
bad people, but among the best that 
God ever made. That statement un- 
supported is of little value. If “by 
their fruits ye shall know them” is 
a good standard, then this county 
need not to be ashamed. We are 
wAélling to be measured by it.

“The cendition of the public mind 
seems such that the revelations in 
Jasper county, as hidious and re- 
volting as they are, may in the end 
prove salutary by causing prompt 
and permanent eradication of some- 
thing which might otherwise have 
lingered long unobserved in isolated 
vommunities,””’ he concluded.

A strong woman’s organization is 
being effected in conjunction with 
the southern committee of the China 
famine fund which*‘will have an im- 
portant part in the campaign which 
is now being waged to furnish im- 
mediate relief to 6,000,000 Chinese 
who are perishing of hunger in the 
world’s most dreadful famine. 

Miss Daisy Davies, formerly pres- 
ident of the LaGrange college, La- 
Grange, Ga. has been made chair- 
man of this committee, and the fol- 
lowing woman leaders in the south 
have signified their willingness to 
serve with her: Mrs. Belle Bennett, 
of Richmond, Ky., president of the 
mission council of the Methodist 
church, south; Mrs. W. C. Winns- 
borough, of St. Louis, superintend- 
ent of the woman’s auxiliary of the 
Southern Presbyterian church; Mrs. 

W. Bickett, of Raleigh; N. C., 
wife of the former governor; Miss 
Katherine Hawes, of Richmond, 
Va.;.Mrs. Ida W. Harrison, of Lex- 
ington, Ky., of the Christian 
woman’s board of missions.

Miss Davies, in discussing the 
campaign which will be waged in 
Atlanta, says: ‘‘We hope that every 
letter that is mailed from Atlan- 
ta during the next two months can 
bear a China life savings stamp. 


For when we consider 
that pl-ectically 2,400,000 letters pass 
througké the local postoffice every 
month, and tien think of this num- 
ber bearing life savings stamps, 
it would mean that this city alone 
was keeping alive that many Chi- 
hese for one day out of the month. 
“The need is so stupendous that 
we in this favored land are -quite 
unable to appreciate it: We can- 
not even picture to oyrselves the 
torture of thousands of mothers 
BY. are compelled to see their 
ildren wither and die of the most 
agonizing starvation even in their 
arms. So desperate do some of 
these mothers become that they 
throw their children into the riv- 
ers to keep them from the slow 
agony.

Child Welfare Chairman 
Gives Suggestive Programs

Mrs. Omar F. Elder, chairman of 
welfare division, Georgia 
Federation of Women’s clubs, in a 
statement for the club page today, 
gives valuable Suggestion as to 
study and practice, designed espe- 
cially for weliare work in gities 
and also in rural communities.

I have been waiting on 
Mrs. Wood, chairman of chiid 
fare for the general federation, and 
she writes me that the delay in get- 
ting out her program is due to the 
fact that all time has been expend- 
ed in the effort to get the Shep- 
pard-Towner bill passed. Mrs. H. H. 
McCall had done a great deal of 
work on this and I took it up im- 
mediately following my appoint- 
ment, as it was just at this time 
that we had been urged to bring 
all pressure to bear that was pos- 
sible.

- “I find in reports from other 
States and in many pamphlets on 
chifd welfare work that some of 
the most important work for the 
welfare of the child is in legisla- 
tion. Nothing can do more for the 
betterment of conditions among 
children than will the proper stat- 
utes and provision for the machin- 
ery with which to enforce them. 

“Several bills’ have been drawn 
and will be introduced during the 
next session of our legislature, 
which will mean much‘ to the chil- 
dren of Georgia. I can give no sug- 
gestions along this line until the 
meeting of the executive board of 
the state federation and the meet- 
ing of the legislative council, both 
of which will be held in April. If 
the measures are approved by these 
bodies, much will be asked of the 
departments in the clubs toward the 
support of such measures as are 
indorsed by these bodies.

Iilinois Program, 

“Dr. Caroline Hedger, chairman 
Of child welfare for the lllinois 
Federation of Women’s clubs, has 
issued a pamphlet which contains 
her suggested plan for child wel- 
fare work in federated clubs.

“The Woman's club of Dallas, 
Ga., has the co-operation of the en- 
tire town,” writes the secretary, 
Mrs. Charies B. McGarity, and her 
report of the club’s work for the 
year proves the force of her state- 
ment: 

“The Woman’s club of Dallas was 


organized and federated a iittle 
more than a year azo, but no ciub 
activities were begun for several 
months after federation.

What causes 
malnutrition? Sometimes poverty, 
but frequently many other things, 
including a highly nervous condi- 
tion, caused from  over-activity, 
physically or mentally. Right feed- 
ing and good health habits are go- 
ing to do much for the 
nournished child. Frequently, little 
children having adult food, is the 
cause of malnutrition, indigestion, 
ete. You would not give a child 
the work of an adult to da; there- 
fore, he should not have his stomach 
taxed in comparison to an adult. 
Heis not equal to it. Dr. Dorothy 
Reed Mendenhall says the pre-school 
is the most abused child in the na- 
tion. Often, as soon as he is old 
enough to eat, he is brought to the 
table and allowed to eat 
anything he wishes, but what 
quently is not good for him, Does 
yourchild have plenty of fresh air, 
plenty of sleep, a sufficient amount 
of exercise, and plenty of good 
milk to drink?’

_ Man Rivals Nap ' 
Of RipVan Winkle 


The story of a regular Rip Van 
Winkle nap, which was. related 
Saturday by J. S. Meek, age 54, of 
22 Pelham street, is now being in- 
vestigated by the police. 

A large bump on his head _in- 
dicated he had been dealt a hard 
blow.. He was very weak, accord- 
ing to physfcians, from lack of 
nourishment. 

According to Meek, he remained 
unconscious from March 19 until 
Friday, April 1, when he awoke 
from nis long sleep to find himself 
in the basement of a vacant house 
in Cobb county, about four miles 
beyond the Chattahoochee river.

Commissioner Brown Stress- 
es Importance of Session 
to Producers. 


A determined forward step in 
providing machinery for better and 
more profitable marketing of the 
cotton crop will be taken at the 
meeting of, Georgia farmers and 
business men to be held Tuesday, 
Apri] 12, in the hall of the house 
of representatives. 

It is now assured that this meet- 
ing, the purpose of which has the 
indorsement and backing of the 
state department of agriculture, and 
which was called as a result of the 
recent Elbert cornty meeting of 
farmers which indorsed the Sapiro, 
or California, plan, will be largely 


attended. Assurances reaching the 
department of agriculture indicate 
that practically every Georgia 
county will be represented. 


Asks Attendance. — 


“It is important that representa- 
tion in this meeting be as complete 
comprehensive as_ possible,” 
said Commissioner J. J. Brown, “be- 
cause it will deal with a situation 
upon which every Georgia county 
will be asked to take prompt and 
definite action. I mean, of course, 
the marketing of our cotton crop 
under a plan similar to that now 
employed by the California fruit 
growers. 

‘It igs the hope and purpose of 
Georgia cotton producers to work 
eut a marketing plan suited to their 
own conditions, and such as shall 
be employed by other cotton states 
as well as Georgia. What is wanted 
is to make sure of orderly market- 
ing of the crop in accordance with 
the laws of supply and demand, 
thus eliminating exchange raiders 
and bear speculators and assuring 
the producer for all future time a 
price which will give him cost of 
production plus’'a fair and reason- 
able profit. 

Important Step. 

“Everyone must realize that in 
order successfully to establish and 
put into operation a plan of thjs 
magnitude and importance it must 
have the most widespread and com- 

lete co-operation and _ support, 

herefore the necessity for general 
farm and business representation 
from every Georgia county will be 
readily apparent. I cannot too 
strongly urge that every one inter- 
ested ina fair price for cotton and 
who ean do go, be present at this 
meeting. 

“There is no question in my mind, 
with reports coming in from all 
over Georgia, that we are going to 
have a full 50 per cent reduction 
in our cotton acreage this year, and 
possibly more. Then, with an ef- 
ficient marketing plan in force, we 
shall be able to market our own 
crops on a fair basis, free from 
that depressing outside interference 
which has cost er south so many 
millions of dollars in the past.”

their dying babes in the river to 
make a quick end to their suffer- 
ing, as they hear of fathers sell- 
ing their children for a dollar or 
two in order to keep the rest of 
the family alive for a month, 

Charles R. Crane, the American 
minister to China, gives official 
authority to the statement that 
between five and six millions of 
human beings will perish in the 
famine district before July unless 
America feeds them. 

What a tremendous responsi- 
bility this is for us who dwell in 
peace and security! 

It is encouraging to read of the 
rapid spread of the relief organiza- 
tions which are now being estab- 
lished throughout the southern 
states under the auspices of the 
southern committee of the China 
famine fund, of which Dr. W. B. 
Beauchamp, head of the centerary 
movement of the Southern Metho- 
dist church, is chairman. 

There can be no doubt of the 
immediate and hearty response of 
our southern people to this pitiful 
appeal from six million starving 
throats. 


OLD HYMNS AND NEW. 

Speaking of hymns, at the Bap- 
tist Tabernacle Bible conference 
in this city, recently, Dr. G. Camp- 
bell Morgan said that 76 per cent 
of the hymns in the religious song 
books of today should be cut out. 

“We sing of the starry crowns 
we will wear in heaven,” he said. 
“That is absolutely bad poetry. 
Put your songs under the light of 
the Bible.” 

That’s what the better old-time 
hymn-writers did, and that ae- 
counts for the everlasting beauty 
and appeal of their songs. They 
reflect the truth and poetry of the 
Bible. 

They are the favorites of the 
little country meeting-house peo- 
ple, as well as the city congrega- 
tions of the big churches. They 
deal with real human experience— 
life-stories of faith, hope and love, 
and that is why they take hold on 
human hearts. 

It is as if their authors stood be- 
fore the congregations in an old- 
fashioned “experience” meeting 
and spoke “right out,” from their 
hearts. 

These are the hymns that may 
be read for their beautiful poetry, 
as well as their truth. 

And how they do thrill and 
sway the congregations! 

The world may have forgotten 
that the poet Cowper made a 
pretty fair translation of Homer, 
but it never will forget the heart- 
appealing. soul-stiring hymns he 
wrote out of his life exneriences

That being true of Tech High, it 
is to a greater extent true of the 
Girls’ High, which, for practically 
half a century has been rendering 
especially valuable service to At- 
lanta, during which time it has 
turned out thousands of graduates. 

The protest of the faculty of the 
Girls’ High schoo! against the abol- 
ishment of that institution cannot 
be disregardred.

The fact that many of the great 
western cities have co-educational 
high schools is in no sense argu- 
ment that applies here, for those 
great high schools have evolved 
from the village and township in- 
stitutions that were established 
originally upon the co-educational 
basis, expanding year by year, and 


big, co-educational plants they are 
today and preserving their origina) 
fundamental basic plan. 

And yet, in San Francisco and in 
other important western cities, 
some of the greatest of ni 3 high 
schools are exclusively for girls; 
and it is significant that, as the 
Girls’ High school faculty points 
out, Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia, which have tried the co-educa- 
tional high school plan, are going 
back to sex segregation in High 
school institutions. 

But the main reason why the 
identity of our Girls’ High should 
be preserved is that this school 
has established a historic entity 
here in Atlanta, just as the Boys’ 
High and the Tech High have 
done; and each is rightfully and 
justly and commendably unwilling 
to sacrifice the prestige and value 
of an old and honored name, and to 
let its identity be swept away and 
destroyed. 

And The Constitution believes 
that a vast majority of the people 
of Atlanta feel th same way 
about it. , 


THE REVIVAL CAMPAIGN.

European Conditions Reviewed 


The Oonstitution presents here- 
with an interesting review of Euro- 
pean conditions with special refer- 
ence to the relations of the United 
States with the situation over

This review is written by George 


S. Whitehead, just returned to his 
home in Georgia after the comple- 
tion of a Rhodes scholarship course 
at the University of Oxford, Eng- 
land, . 

Mr. Whitehead is a graduate of 
the University of Georgia, class of 
1915, and was appointed 
Rhodes scholar from this state. 

His review of the European situ- 
ation will be read with unusual in- 


terest, 


“Peace and Payment.” 

Editor Constitution: I have just 
returned from a two-year visit to 
Europe and would like to submit 
the following as my view as to the 
situation in Europe and the Dest 
means of paying for the war. 

The path to “normalcy” is going 
to be a @ifficult enough one to 
travel without the extra stumbling 
block of a high protective tariff. 
The isolation of America from the 
league of nations and her refusal 
to participate in the effort towarg 
constructive and ffective peace 
have been sufficient without the 
further creation of barriers to trade. 

In Europe the war substituted 
five years of destruction for pro- 
duction. It is clear that for the 
world to reach its pre-war stan- 
dard of living again a corresponding 
amount of production must ensue. 
The essentials for production are 
hard work, economic management 
and the co-operation of good will 
between workers. these are 
more or less lacking in the world 
today. 

Every cguntry and every indi- 
vidual is anxious that the other 
should have the hard time, and in 
the effort to throw the burden from 
the shoulder of one to the other 
each is making it more difficult for 
all. 

' Germany is working hard. Offi- 
ees are open from early in the 
morning to late at night with only 


a short stop for the cup of coffee 
and black bread lunch. They must 
do this in order to maintain credit 
against. the overwhelming odds of 
an unfavorable foreign exchangé. 

Still their production is not going 
to exceed consumption until they 
know how much of their profits 
will be taken away by the allies. 

Austria, complete bankrupt, 
has no opportunity to work. All 
of the natural resources formally 
under the control of the Vienna 
capital, have been taken away, and 
are successfully kept away by 'hos- 
tile tariff barriers and economic 
agreements. 

Russia is completely non-produc- 
tive on account of her internal dis- 
organization. 

France, impoverished in men and 
money by the tremendous conflict 
she has just passed through, is 
spending more than she makes on 
hew military enterprises, be they 
necessary for her defense or not. 

Italy, already over-populated be- 
fore the war and now finding her 
market for the sub-tropical luxu- 
ries gone, is falling daily deeper 
into bankruptcy as she seeks in 
vain to satisfy the cry of her poor 
for “bread.” Surely we should buy 
lemons from Italy so lon 
is able to underse)) the California 
trade. England is trying hard to 
pay her way wi a burden of 
taxation scarcely conceivable and 
is seeking without a great deal of 
success to find a new market for 
her manufactured articles, for her 
credit alone of that of the Euro- 
pean powers is still good enough 
to permit second-in-hand produc: 
tion. 

United States Isolated. 

These are the countries of Europe. 
To omit the east, over against these 
we find the United States, the 
leading producing nation of the 
world. But in this creditor nation 
incentive to hard work is disap- 
pearing as it finds more agricul- 
tural products on hand than it can 
sell and as a@ consequence its in- 
ternal market of manufactured ar- 
ticles glutted with surplus stocks. 
Wealthy, yet poor because she has 
no one with whom to exchange her 
produce and is unable to consume 
it al] herself, the United States, if 
she is to keep the Isolation fos 
which ther people have declared 
their approval, has only one solu- 
tion. 

The laborer who has been produc: 
ing for foreign markets must either 
take less pay, or work harder, or 
go to the direct production of goods 
for his own consumption. 

‘In other words, the United States, 
if isolated economically as well as 
politically, must cease to produce 
for a foreign market and must start 

everything she needs at 

is means less wealth, for 
it means following some less favor- 
abiée lines of production, eg. the 
cotton planter must restrict his sup- 
ply to that required by American 
consumption, 

It is here that the increase of 
Production passes from the essen- 
tial of hard work to that of eco- 
nomic management and it is in this 
connection that every thinking busi- 
ness man, unless he be temporarily 
selfish. must condemn the protec- 
tive tariff program of the present 


\ administration. 


Even if the United States has re- 


ree: Rare. 


fused to participate in the common 
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volitical affairs of the world, there’ 
is still no reason why she should 
openly provoke the: hostility of 
other peoples and aggravate their 
poverty-stricken situation. 

The worst form of economic mis- 
management ig that wherein the 
worker devotes himself to a less 
productive enterprise than he might. 

A fitting example of this is the 
recent devotion by France, Poland 
and Russia of all their surplus en- 
ergies to new military enterprises. 

A protective tariff in a creditor 
country that has sufficient produc- 
tive industries is a mild form of 
the same kind of mismanagement. 

Furthermore you cannot trade 
with Europe without accepting some 
of its cheaply produced goods in 
return, 

From the selfish point of view 


the country has the opportunity of 


getting the same amount of goods 
produced at a cheaper cost, and 
also from the better and wider 
point of view you will be afford- 
ing Europe the only honest way in 
which she can pay her debt to 
you. 

It is the height of mockery to 
collect funds for foreign relief and 
at the same time to boycott their 
products by the application of a 
tariff. 

Long Credit Terms, 

Really the only industry that can 
be helped by a protective tariff is 
that which has no foreign market 
and then it is helped at the ex- 
pense of those more productive in- 
dustries that do have a forelgn 
market. 

In fact we should prepare to mar- 
ket to Europe on long and easy 
terms of credit and welcome their 
goods in payment for ours, which 
goods shall be theirs and which 
ours being determined on a strict- 
ly competitive basis. 

The third and most essential con- 
dition to the Increase of produc- 
tion required to pay for the war 
is the return of: peace, i.e.,; of real 
good will between traders. Eco- 
nomically the war did not end with 
the armistice. 

Regulations and counter-regula- 
tions are still being fired by the 
nations at one another. 

Mutual co-operation is 
known thing. 

Trust and confiderice must take 
their beginning from one side, but 
once begun they breed rapidly. It 
is lack of these that is playing so 
much havoc with the exchanges. 

The rate of exchange doesn't 
matter so’ much, and it is fixed by 
the internal values of the two cur- 
rencies. It is the uncertainty and 
fluctuation that interferes with 
trade, and these are due to a lack 
of confidence, too often justified 
we must admit, 

If we work, save and trust our 
neighbor as far as we dare, sooner 
than we now expect the war wi!!! 
be paid for and peace, will have re-

stant fear? This is literally the con- 
dition of the negroes tn many of 
the rural sections of Georgia. To 
him the beat of horses’ hoofs on 
the road at night, the rushing sound 
of a motor car, or the sudden call 
of a human voice, may be his death 
Summons. Think of allowing any 
people to live in such a hell of fear. 
Of course, the more ignorant and 
helpless the people the more hor- 
rible is their mental suffering. 
THE RECORD AND 
RESPONSIBILITY. 

Does anyone think [I am exag- 
gerating? I want it distinctly 
known that I am commenting, not 
on rumors, nor even on newspaper 
stories, but on a written record of 
facts which have been substantiate 
by local solicitors, sheriffs, judges 
and citizens of unimpeachable char- 
acter. Indeed the newspapers have 
not told a tithe of the terrors. 

Of course we comfort ourselves 
with the truth that this condition 
of things does not obtain al! over 
Georgia. 
of it is confined to some wretched- 
ly bad spots of our beloved state. 
But it is spreading. Every dead), 
moral disease is contagious, and 
there are “germ carriers” in our 
midst. 

Then we must remember the reert 
of the world does not know the 
map of Georgia and does not dis- 
criminate between neighborhoods 
and counties. They hold Georgix 
responsible for what takes place 
in Georgia. And if we remain 
silent and passive are we not mak- 
ing it possible for such crimes to 
be done in Georgia. 

THE DAY OF 
JUDGMENT. 

The day has passed when we can 
call such stories as the world is 
reading, the slanders of our ene- 
mies, and to attempt to conceal the 
truth from ourselves is merely to 
postpone the day of wrath when we 
Shall] stand ashamed before the 


moral condemnation of all righte- 
ous thinking men. 

It was a splendid thing which our 
citizense did the other night when 
in mass meeting they determined 
to relieve this community from the 
foul reputation of bein a haven 
for crooks and orieninate, 
thousand dollars to be raised for 
investigation and prosecution, That 
is -good adyertising. But over 
against this thing <—of the great 
dailies, weeklies and monthiiles, 
with their high-class correspond- 
ents and their skilled phot#graph- 
ers, forcing the world to “See Geor- 
gia First,” as a place where human 
life igs cheap and the helpless live 
in the bondage of fear.

“QUIET INTERIOR” AND THE WOMAN’S NOVEL

By which one would by no 
means imply that “Quiet Interior” 
is an example of the sedulous lit- 
erary ape; they are both alike signs 
of tneir times, of tne Wuinan wig 
is new in a world that also is new. 
It is not an unplatitudinous saying, 
that the novel which is jiterature 
has forsaken the following road, tiie 
cloak and the sword, the desatruc- 
tion of one’s enemies, the pursuit 
of fortune and” fame, even the pur- 
suit and capture of a husband, for 
the pursuit of the soul, of the king- 
dom of heaven within.

Richardson’s fascinating lack of 
connectives—it must be delightfully 
easy to write a tale when one can 
substitute three dots for @ lame 
phrase, and allow the reader to 
Provide his own subtleties if he 
has any; and if he has none, he 
should not notice their absence. 
Products of War Emotion. 

All these three very sensitive nov- 
els are products of that high state

its victorious daughter, the triangle 
that is two sisters and one man is 
the most painful of all plots: there 
is — of Henry James’ Nane- 
da in Miss Jones’ Claire Norris, the 
same fineness and delicacy and 
bravery 

But “Quiet Interior” !s by no 
means sO gray and so cheerless as 
this may seem to say: and not only 
because Claire knew “it would come 
again, though she had lost it now— 
that sense of relation with the un’‘- 
verse, that relation with life.’ 
Claire, in that strange way that 
the women of Henry James and of 
Anthony Trollope (strange pair) but 
of no other man, share.with the 
women of May SBinclaire, of the 
Findlaters, with Mrs. Wharton's 
Ellen Olenska, with Dorothy Rich- 
ardson’s Miriam, is “borne up from 
within,” and finds the roge of joy 
in her own soul. 


Wit of “Qalet Intertor> 
It is Henrietta Lincoln who gives 
the story its wit, its gayety and 
who mokes “Quiet Interior” much 


more like Miss Rose Macaulay's 
light-hearted “What Not” and “Non- 
combatants” than it*is Uke “If Ail 
These Young Men”—for Miss Romer 
Wilson is all beauty and sensitive- 
ness, but she has not yet learned 
to laugh. Henrietta, attired for one 
of those long Sunday country walks 
in which the people of Miss Jones 
and Miss Macaulay delight, even to 
the point of taking early traing, “in 
a Burberry and a straw hat, o.ce 
vermilmion, faded now to a pastel 
red, crammed on her head with an 
instinct for the right angle. . .., 
Her hair, cut a V’enfant d’Edouard. 
- . « Her face was unsymmetrical, 
owing, Claire said, to the frequency 
with which her tongue sought her 
cheek.” “Oh, why aren’t I one of 
the smart intellegers?” she cried on 
entering the room. “Mrs, Norris, 
don’t you think I should make a 
first-class Soul? The young fouls 
do have such sport, They mix pearls 
and poetry, and they appreciate 
both, so they can’t be quite swine.

To read one of their novels is to sit 
with one’s hand upon a living nerve 
and to have an hour of the emo- 
tion, the sensitiveness to beauty, 
the magic that was once thought 
the province of the Poet; and to 
have it without the fatigue and the 
compromise of hm and rhyme. 
It is at least: conceivable that these 
fictions are pointing, Instead of

France Ready to Cripple Once Powerful 
Foe by Seizure of Resources—With For- 
eign Trade Hold Broken, Millions Must 
Emigrate or Starve—Germany Hopes to 
Divide Allies and Escape War Punish- 


ment, 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 
Washington, April 2—The moment has arrived in the German 
crisis when it is possible, even necessary, to recognize the fact that 
short of the miraculous, Germany, the modern industrial Germany 
‘ which has developed in the Jast half century is doomed. Within the 
mext ten years we are almost certain to see a transformation hardly 
like anything which has happened since those remote days when dis- 


turbances of food supplies set in 


motion the migration of the Bar- 


barian tribes, which totally overturned the whole Roman world. 


n the case of Germany the situation is this: 


Industrial develop- 


ment, the fortunate juxtaposition of coal and iron deposits, the un- 
paralleled gift of the German people for organization led to an expan- 
sion following the Franco-Prussian war, one of the most striking details 
in which was the growth of German population from 40,000,000 to 


approximately 70,000,000 between 1870 and 1914. 


This population, liv- 


fng on a territory having a relatively small area, maintained itself only 
through its foreign trade, through its ability to produce manufacture 
articles which it bartered against raw materials and food stuffs. 


Germans Face 
Wholesale Migration. 


Were it conceivable that the 
German hold upon the foreign mar- 
ket could be broken the conse- 


quence would be that it would no 
longer be possible for Germany to 
support her enormously’ swollen 
population, since Germany could 
not produce the food necessary for 
her own people. Once the foreign 
market were closed, millions of 
Germans would be compelled to mi- 
grate or perish by starvation. To- 
ay we have arrived at the situa- 
on where, unless there be a change 
swift and still unforeseen some- 
where between fifteen and twenty 
million Germans must emigrate. 
In analyzing the situation which 
has thus developed it is essential 
to go back for a moment to the 


circumstances of the war and of the 
period which has followed the sign- 
ing of the armistice and of the 
treaty of Versailles. The war was 
the result of the unprovoked at- 
tack of Germany upon her French 
and Russian neighbors, in the 
course of which she destroyed Rus- 
sia and crippled France for long 
years. The single chance for 
French recovery, on the financial 
Bide, has lain and still lies in the 


capacity and willingness of Ger- 
many to meet the reparations de- 
mands fixed in the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and subsequently modified 
in the several conferences. 


Restored Germany 


Menace to France. 

On the morning of the armistice, 
on every day since, French policy 
has been perfectly clear. A restored 
Germany was bound to be a peril 
to France, since a strong Germany 
had twice, in 1870 and in 1914 at- 
tacked the French nation without 
warrant and for the purpose of re- 
moving the French obstacle to Ger- 
man domination on the continent 
of Europe. France would only 
consent to such a restoration of 
Germany as would make the old 
danger new, provided Germany met 
the French demands as toyrepara- 
tion and provided also the recent 
allies of France joined her in dis- 
arming Germany and keeping Ger- 
many powerless, both by supervis- 
ing her armament and by guaran- 
teeing French security. 

Now looking back over the span 


of more than two years, it is clear 
that the French conditions have not 
been met. Germany has so far paid 
nothing, save as she has been com-

GERMANY IS DOOMED, DECLARES SIMONDS 


pelled to make deliveries of arms, 
ships and materials which she 
could not conceal or withhold. She 
had evaded and defied her conquer- 
ors. While France has marched 
steadily toward fiscal ruin, as a 
eonsequence of the burden laid 


' 4ypon her to repair German devas- 


iations, while French as weil as 
British taxpayers have groaned un- 
der the burden of new imposts, the 


‘German has escaped foreign pay- 


ments and avoided home levies. 

By the time the recent eonfer- 
ences of Paris and London arrived 
the situation had developed in 
which it was not longer doubtful 


that, unless some new policy were 
adopted, Germany would issue from 
the war victorious, since she would 
have achieved the fiscal ruin of 
her French antagonist, as she had 
already produced thg political ruin 
of Russia, while her SBritish foe 
would be crippied and threatened 
by a German competition which 
would mean something approach- 
ing disaster for the United King- 
dom, 


Nonsense Written 
About Situation. 


Meantime what was the develop- 
ment of French policy? Following 
the German attack and the allied 
victory, toward which France had 
made the greatest single contribu- 
tion and in which French sacrifice 
had been largest, it Iky with 
France to decide whether Germany 
should be so dealt with as to pre- 
vent the peril of a new German 
attack, or permitted to regain her 
old prosperity, with the hope that 
in the meantime German purpose 
would change and with the certain- 
ty that German payments would be 
made. , 

A good deal of nonsense has been 
written about the whole European 
situation, but it wags manifest that 


it was the duty of French states- 
manship to provide against any 
new German attack, whether such 
provision should carry with it the 
destruction of contemporary Ger- 
many or not. In the performance 
of this duty French statesmanship 
could only weigh the“‘interests of 
France. They could only consent 
to run risks with respect of Ger- 
many, provided they were assured 
of German payments and of the 
protection of their allies. ' 


Now without going back over the 
progress of events since the arm- 
istice of Rethandes, the fact stands 


out that the prospect of French 
realization on German payments 
has diminished with each succeed- 
ing month. There is less chance 
now of French recuperation 
through German reparations than 
at any moment since the end of 
the war. Exactly in the same fash- 
ion the prospect of an Anglo- 
American or an English guarantee 
of French security has similarly 
declin.i. France today faces the 
moral certainty that Germany won’t 
pay and the actual certainty that 
her former associates will not un- 
dertake to defend French if Ger- 
many does attack later. 


No Answer 
To French Query. 


Therefore the French people 
have to ask themselves the simple 
question: “Since Germany won't 


pay us, our allies won’t protect us 
and Germany will attack us, when 
she can, why should we let Ger- 
many recover to the point where 
she will be able to attack?” So 
far no one has found an answer, 
either in or out of France and 
this fact is the central circum- 
stance in the new Europeen situa- 
tion. This situation rests on the 
fact that France has the power to 
destroy and every right,to exercise 
the power, given German purposes 
past and present. 

German salvation has always 
rested upon German willingness to 
make enormous payments, whicg, 


despite their magnitude, did not 
meet the sum total of German de- 
struction, and German willingness 
to recognize the results of the war 
and lay aside her aggressive pol- 
icies. In a word the Germans had 
to pay France and they had to 
cease to menace France. If they did 
both of these things it lay within 
the power of the United States and 
Great Britain to ameliorate the 
situation of the Germans, to assist 
in German recovery and thus to 
save Germany from ruin. 

But the German has not been 
willing to pay or to submit. He has 
refused money, he has clung to his 
arms wherever possible, he has re- 
doubled his threats of revenge, of 
the recovery of Alsace-Lorraine, of 
the future destruction of France. 
He has silenced the voices and 
paralyzed the efforts of precisely 
those nations whose self-interest 
and enlightened policy alike con- 
tributed to make them willing to 
save Germany and he has armed 
the French with precisely those 
weapons which must, if used, be 
fatal to him. 


Supreme Crisis 


Facing Germany 

We have come now to something 
like a supreme crisis. On the eco- 
nomic side Germany has made vast 


strides toward regaining her old 
position. But all this progress will 
come to nothing if she has now to 
face an extended allied occupation, 
the seizure and operation of her 
great coal districts, the allocation 
of the upper Silesian fields to the 
Poles and those of the Ruhr to the 
French. If, in addition, new tariff 
walls are stretched across Ger- 
many, if all security and confi- 
dence are destroyed by the _  ad- 
vance of allied armies, then the end 
of the economic recovery of Ger- 
many can be foretold promptly. 


Now when one talks of the de- 
struction of Germany, the words 
have a peculiar and limited mean- 


ing. Whatever happens millions of 
men and women“will contirfue to 
dwell on German soil, the nation 
cannot be destroyed. What is meant 
is that the economic conditions can 
be so modified that millions of men 
and women will have to migrate 
or starve and that this enforced 
migration will bring about a total 
transformation of the situation of 
Germany herself, in relation to her 
neighbors and to the world. 


But if the population of Germany 


is reduced to those limits which 
represent the capacity of the coun- 


try to support itself, if its mineral 
resources are alienated by French 


and Polish occupatio if its for- 
eign trade is eliminated by the de- 
struction of German production, 
through the abolition of confidence 
and credit, essential to the present 
possession by the Germans of the 
necessary raw materials to keep 
their machine working, then we 
shall have, once for all, the end of 
the danger which has overhung 
France for more than half a cen- 
tury, the danger which has been 
expressed in two wanton invasions 
with devastations which defy de- 
scription. 
Sources of Wealth - 
Little Disturbed. . 
No one should mistake the Ger- 
man situation. Germany has es- 
caped the war with little disturb- 
ance to her sources of wealth, out- 
side of the loss of her Lorraine iron 
fields and her shipping, the latter 
of which she can and is making 
good with little delay. Such terri- 
tory as she has so far lost, has 
not diminished materially her great 
coal holdings, which are the basis 
of her prosperity. Given time, given 
foreign credits, particularly credits 
which America can supply, Germany 


—— 


ean become within a decade as po- 


tent a factor in the world markets 
as “ever, indeed, if her great mili- 
tary eXpenses are abolished, she will 
be better off than before. : 
By contrast with France and Italy, 
she has no devastated areas, her 


loss In man power was far less pro- . 


than that of either 
Latin country. Moreover, as con- 
trasted with Great Britain, France 
and Italy. she hds no foreign debt 


contracted during the war and now 
a mortgage upon her future. Such 
debt as she has is domestic and can 
be controlled by her own tax iaws. 
if she can evade payment of repara- 
tions, she will have won the war, 
on the economic side, and having 
won it on the economic side will 
presently be prepared to renew it on 
the military and political side with 
every prospect of ultimate success. 


Fights to Reduce 
Reparations Total. 


Now this is the bedrock of Ger- 
man policy. Germany is fighting 
not to lose the war, despite the mili- 
tary defeats and the treaties im- 
posed upon her at Versailles. But 
victory or defeat turns upon .the 
subject of reparations. It is not 
that the German is fighting to re- 
duce the sum of reparations, with 
any purpose to pay what is pos- 
sible, having eliminated the impos- 
sible. No, for alongside with the 
reparations campaign goes the hbat- 
tle to establish the idea that Ger- 
many Was not responsible for the 
war, was the victim not the ag- 
Sressor and therefore to establish 
the idea that the moral basis on 
which the reparations claim rests 
is unsound, 

Yet the fundamental fact as be- 
tween the French and the German 
has not changed and cannot change. 


Either Germany must pay the 
French claims and give evidence of 
having abandoned her aggressive 
policies with respect of France, or 
French policy gnd French Lower 
will combine to ‘make German recov- 
ery economic first, military sec- 
ond, impossible. The problem has 
no new aspect and no alternative 
answer can be found. Moreover, the 
Situation dees not stand still, on 
the contrary, the more clearly Ger- 
man policy indicates that Germany 


portionately 


does not mean to pay. the more po- ; 


becomes the party in France 
which demands that Germany shall 
be made powerless, since she can- 
not be compelled to pay. 


German Dodging 
Will Ruin France. 


I know it is popular to assert 
that French pursuit of such a pol- 
icy, which means no more than the 


effort to obtain security against a 
new attack, since no repayment 
can be had for the injuries of the 
last, is described in Anglo-Saxon 
countries as suicidal and France is 
held to be insuring her own ruin 
at the moment she is bringing 


tent 


‘down the German edifice. But this 


is only moderately true, France is 
fiscally ruined, if Germany does not 
pay, but fiscal ruin and national 
ruin are quite different ings and 
France is better adapted than any 
other European nation to endure 
the general collapse of the @xisting 
economic system. 

You can put the thing simple by 
saying that if Germany is destroyed 
all the world will suffer from the 


repercussions of the collapse, but 
France least of all and the French 
loss will hardly outweigh the pros- 
pective French loss, if Germany 
recovers her strength and uses it 
as she openly proclaims her purpose 
to use it, namely in a new assault 
upon France. The reason for com- 
parative advantage of France lies 
in the fact that unlike Germany, 
Italy, or for that matter Great 
Britain, France is a self-contained 
country, with a comparatively low 
density of population, France can 
feed herself, she can _ practically 
meet all of her requirements within 
her own home and colonial area and 
she is not highly industrialized, like 
her neighbors. The foundation of 
France is the peasant farm, the 
character of France, that of an 
agricultural country. 

If the French extend their occue- 
pation of Germany, if they seize 
mines and manufacturing’ estab- 
lishments, if they cut off from Ger- 
many the great Rhine and Silesian 
centers, then Germany has lost 
those workshops, those sources of 
materials, by which she lives. She 
cannot import raw materials to 
transform and export to pay for 
the vast quantities of food which 
she must annually import to feed 
her teeming population. If French 
armies move over the country, then 
there is an end of foreign credits, 
for the risk will far exceed the 
promise of profit and Germany will 
thus lose the supplies of raw ma- 
terials, which she must transform 
in order to earn her food. 


Huge Population 
Must Migrate. 

After ali Germany is like a fac- 
tory city, with vast mills, with a 
huge population of operatives. Such 
a city does not grow its raw ma- 
terials or its foods, but must im- 
port most of both. But if it be 
separated from its raw materials, 
from the things which the face 
tories use, then the factories must 
close, the operatives must migrate 
or starve and the city is doomed to 
a vast shrinkage in population and 
in industrial importance. This is 
precisely the fate which now over- 
hangs Germany, a fate which no 
nation can avert, provided_Germdn 
policy continues to pursue the same 
pathways it has followed during all 
of the last two years. Moreover, 
time. does not wait and the period 
fn which a change of policy can be 
made effectively has become short 
in the extreme. 

No one cares to prophesy about 
European eonditions now, yet it 
seems to me that of all possible de- 
velopments, that which is most 


likely is the progressive ruin of 
Germany following the extension of 
French occupation and the aliena- 
tion of German properties, such as 
coal mines . and manufacturing 
establishments. More than this, if 
French armies do begin a serious 
invasion, a march to Berlin, weare 
bound to see the seizure of all ele- 
ments of wealth, which can be con- 
sumed upon the place or moved to 
France. These are not of great 
value, by comparison with the sums 
of reparations which are demand- 
ed, but they hava an immediate 
value and the loss of them carries 
with it the further disintegration of 
German life. 


Appropriate Parallel 


or Seizures. 

Bear in mind that for every re- 
quisition, seizure, reprisal, the 
French and their allies, the Bel- 
gians, have an appropriate parallel. 
All of northern France and much 
of Belgium was literally swept 
clear of live stock by the Germans 
during their period of invasion and 
occupation. If all reparations, save 
in kind, are refused France, she 
can at least restock her farms and 
refurnish her plundered homes and 
in doing this do no more than for- 
cibly recoup herself in part, for 
what wis taken from her during 
the war. Rumania, occupying her- 
self and Budapest having profited 
at the expense of Bucarest, the Ru- 
manian capital, in the end had its 
revenge. 

Many of my American friends say 
to me that such a course by the 
French would be dangerously un- 
popular in the United States. True, 
but will the United States under- 
take to make Germany pay or guar- 
antee France against a new Ger- 
man attack? Obviously not. It is 
equally asserted that the British 
would never approve such a policy. 
True, again, but will the British in- 
sure France, supply the monies Ger- 
many refuses to rebulid France? 
Certainly not. Then, finally will the 
United States or Great Britain go 
to war with France to save a Ger- 
many which refuses all just pay- 
ment and continues to threaten new 
invasions and new devastations? It 
is unlikely. 


Power Lies 
In French Hands. 


In the last analysis. the power 


lies in French hands and failure to 
exercise the power carries with it 
the menace to the future of the 
great nation, which has had fifty 
years of uninterrupted German 
menace and not a few years of ac- 
tual German attack. And from the 
day of the armistice the “whole 
French people have had buf two 
things in mind.» “Germany must 
pay. or Germany must be rendered 
harmless for a period well into fu- 
ture.” Lioyd-George, Mr. Wilson, one 
Statesman after another has sought 
to modify French policy. bu’. all 
have failed because none was able 
to modify the German attitude. 
From the beginning the sole hope 
of saving Germany on the economic 
side has been persuading Germany 
to meet her obligations under the 
treaty and discard her purposes 
which produced the war. 

From the hour of the armistice 
to the present moment hostilities 
have been prevented between France 
and Germany only with the gravest 


difficulty and with serious conse- 
quences to French statesmen who 
yielded to allied persuasion. In real- 
ity. while the actual fighting has 
been interrupted. French and Ger- 
man policies have remained in op- 
position. At best there has been 
a truce, but not a foot of prog- 
ress toward any solution of the 


great question. Confident that the 
recent allies of Frafice would re- 


strain the French, the Germans have 
multiplied their defiances and un- 
ceasingly practiced those covert 
menaces which were destined to 
arouse French apprehension and 
precipitate such French action as 
would deprive France of her  llies. 


Plays Peace Game 
Like War Game. — 


Germany t!s playing the peace 
Zame as she played the war game. 
She is counting on dividing the al- 
lies, on isolating France, she is 
reckoning on the self-interest of 
Britain and the United States. who 
must suffer if Germany is destroy- 
ed as an economic unit, as a poten- 
tial market. She is not counting 
on making any sacrifice herself, she 
is rousing her people to new pas- 
sion and new fury with each day. 
She is openly challenging the re- 
sponsibdllity for the war and there- 
fore the responsibility for the repa- 
rations. She is risking ruin. as she 
risked it when she tnvoked the sub- 
marine as a weapon against her 
enemies. with the. same obstinacy. 
the same blindness and for herself 
the same fatality. 


It seems to me Americans can ta- 
ble all calculations on this fact: 


| France will never permit Germany 
Lto recover economically unless Ger- 
man meets French demands for rep- 
arations. Aside from the possibility 


of reparations, French safety, French 
existence is best guarded by the re- 
duction of Germany to a state of 
forty or fifty millions of inhabi- 
tants. And such reduction. French 
military power can now bring about, 
without aid from any other nation. 
Moreover. no other nation can pre- 
vent France from such. action save 
as it contributes to coerce the Ger- 
man and guarantee French security. 


Present Crisis 
Cannot Endure. 

In any event the present crisis 
cannot endure. Things must im- 
prove Very raplidiv and any méate- 
rial decline must bring with it eco- 


nomic ruin for Germany. Provided 
German policy shows a sudden and 
complete change. provided Germany 
consents to meet allied terms, at the 
very least to accept them and be- 
gin some respectable effort to pay, 
provided Germany lays aside her 
Present campaign of threat and 
menace to France, there is vet a 
chance that she may escape. But 
the conditions are almost solidly 
contrary to anv known fact. 


On the surface Germanv seeme

WHO ARE DEPENDENTS? — THE CHILD 


A minor child is generally con- 
clusively presumed to have been 
dependent upon the earnings of the 
parent. If the child is living apart 
from the parent, the test is the 
same as in the case of a wife. Did 
the parent contribute towards the 
support of such child? If so, then 
compensation is due. If the child is 
of legal age, then the question is 
one of fact to be determined in 
each case. 

If there has been a divorce and 
the custody of the child is awarded 
to the mother, the father not be- 
ing called upon to contribute any- 
thing toward its support, then the 
child is not a dependent of the fa- 
ther and not entitled to compensa- 
tion. However, if the father vol- 
untarily furnishes money for its 
support, then the child is depend- 
ent. 

A posthumous child will be deem- 
ed a dependent under a rule of law 
whereby a posthumous child is to be 
regarded as already born if it be to 
his benefit, and such child may 
rank as a dependent. The same rule 
applies to a posthumous illegitimate 
child if the father has recognized 
it as his own and has made pro- 
vision to marry the mother and has 
made provision for her support and 
that of the child. If an illegitimate 
child has been living with a par- 
ent and has been supported by such 
parent, then it ranks as a depend- 
ent, the same as any other child. 


The Sister. 


Sisters, brothers, half-sisters and 
half-brothers may be dependents of 
a workman if he has, in fact, con- 
tributed towards their support. 
However, it has been held in Ohio 
that the mere fact that a brother 
has given sums of money to a sis- 
ter, she having a regular wage suf- 
ficient to support her, does not cre- 
ate a presumption that she was de- 
pendent upon him. 


Aliens. 
Non-resident aliens are entitled4 


to compensation as dependents in 
practically every jurisdiction. Some 
states, however, specifically limit 
the amount of compensation which 
they shall receive, usually making 
it one-half t\what a dependent in 
this country or a dependent citizen 
of this country would be entitled 
to receive. 

The question raised by alien de- 
pendents is one which has caused 
a great deal of controversy in the 
courts. It has been contended that 
there is no authority reposing in 
our courts to authorize them to use 
the police power of a state to com- 
pel an employer to divide his prop- 
erty with a citizen of another coun- 
try. Although the writer personal- 
ly subscribes to this theory, it is 
the minority opinion and the major- 
ity of the courts are of the opinion 
that aliens should be entitled to 
compensation as dependents on the 
same basis as residents in this 
country. 

The drift, however, of late years 
has been toward legislative remedy 
of the matter, by the legislatures 
specifically amending the compen- 
sation acts so as to at least limit 
the amount or percentage of com- 
pensation payable to non-resident 
alien dependents. ; 


Other Persons. 


Other persons may become de- 
pendents of deceased workmen. Per- 
sons who are not even related to 
the deceased may be his dependents, 


tribute toward their support. 

The state statute is, in the last 
analysis, the true basis of determin- 
ing who are dependents and to 
whom the employer may be liable 
for the payment of compensation. 
The statutes generally provide for 
the two classes mentioned at the 
beginning of the discussion. Almost 
anyone may be a dependent in fact, 
even a waif of the streets. This 
rests in the actual circumstances of 
yeach case, to be determined by the 


evidence.

The Making of Paper

The period following the revolu- 


tionary war was one of great trial 
to all business and manufacturing 
interests in the new world. Like 
the after-war period through which 
we have recently passed, in which 
inflation followed by deflation of 
all prices has been the order of 
the day, a period which seems to 
haVe followed nearly every other 
war of which history tells—the 
commercial and industrial life of the 
nation was at a stagnation point. 

During the hundred and fifty 
years previous some of our indus- 
tries had grown to where they had 
a small surplus which could be ex- 
ported, but when peace came there 
was nothing but a fierce struggle 
to keep these industries going and 
it is a marvel that they even sur- 
Vived. 

The paper making. industry was 
hard hit during the war and the 
outlook after the war was danything 
but cheerful. History tells that the 
colonists “fought in rags” but their 
condition must have been even 
worse than what we have been led 
to believe because one of the great 
troubles with the paper industry 
at this time was the lack of rags. 
This is set forth in an article writ- 
ten by a noted Frenchman who 
visited this country about the end 
of that century, in a part of which 
he says of us: 

A Foreign Viewpoint. 


“Besides the dearness of work- 
manship, their population cannot 
furnish them rags in quantities suf- 
ficient to establish paper mills 
whose productions would be equal 
to the consumption of the inhabi- 
tants. In proportion to the know}l- 
edge which nations may acqiire, 
and to the liberty of the press, 
which may be enjoyed in America, 
a prodigious quantity of paper must 
be consumed there; but can the pop- 
ulation of this country produce rags 
in the same proportion? It cannot 
reasonably be hoped that it will. It 
is therefore probable that the Amer- 
ilcan markets will not for a long 
time be provided with any other 
than European paper, and that this 
will find a place there.” 

This Frenchman made this. ob- 
servation after an extensive sur- 
vey of the conditions obtaining at 
that period, and that he voiced the 
opinion of many practical men in 
the paper industry is only reason- 
able to suppose. Such was the 
rather ag eq dl outlook of the day, 

But the industry did not die. The 
fighting spirit of that time was in 
the blood of the people and they 
did not know what quitting meant. 
That the men back of the industry 
not only kept going but kept bet- 
tering their product is evidenced 
by the statement of another French- 
man of that day. De Warville, a 
French statesman who visited this 
country a few years later, said of 
American paper makers, “Their 
process in making paper, espe- 
cially in grinding the rags, is much 
more simple than ours. I have 
seen specimens of their paper, both 
for writing and printing, equal to 
the finest made in France.” There 
is a business thrill in that state- 
ment. It shows the stuff of which 
the men who laid the foundations 
of American industry was made, 


They not only labored against great 
obstacles, but they did well what 
they set out to do. They made as 
good paper as was being made in 
the world. 


Franklin’s Great Part. 


the time. It may 
of this great early American to 
many, but it goes to show him as 
something more than a far-seeing 


that he threw the weight of his in- 


lic servant he worked to help the 
cause along—that he personally was 
instrumental in establishing eight- 
een paper mills in different parts 
of the country—shows him to have 
béen as Keen a business man as he 
was a scientist and statesman. 


The close of the eighteenth cen- 
tury found about one hundred paper 
mills in operation in America. Many 
of these were of small consequence 
while others had grown to propor- 
tions that were large for that day. 
In the course of another ten years 
the number of mills had about dou- 
bled and the predictions of a few 
years previous that “American mar- 
kets would not for a long time be 
provided with any other than Euro- 
pean paper” had been entirely repu- 
diated by the facts. In 1809, Albert 
Gallatin, secretary of the treasury, 
reported that “some foreign paper 
is still imported, but the greater 
part of the consumption is of Amer- 
ican manufacture and it is believed 
that if sufficient attention was 
everywhere paid to the preserva- 
tion of rags, a quantity equal to 
the demand would be made in the 
United States.” 

First Census Report. 
It is interesting to note that in 


the first cengus report made in this 
country—1810—the number of paper 
mills given was 202, the number of 
reams of paper manufactured was 
425,521. and the value of the product 
was $1,689,718. This was subjected 
to a revision in order to correct 
some of the errors_of the first cen- 
sus enumerators and the corrected 
figures gave the value of the prod-

I would also say that the old state- 
ment that there is ‘no such thing 
as sentiment in. business is wrong 
from the ground up. I consider that 
sentiment in business is one of the 
most important things. 

“I do not mean that maudlin sen- 
timent is going to give a firm or 
individual preference over any oth- 
er concern in price or that they 
will accept material from him whic 
is not fully up to standard; he 
must be on a competitive basis at 
all times. I mean that a right sen- 
timent between buyer and seller 
must exist where there is mutual 
confidence; where the spirit of a 
contract is frequently more  im- 


portant than the letter.” 

Mr. Overton spoke of the keen 
discussion that took place during 
the various divisional meetings dur- 
ing the three-day meeting on the 
question of cancellations. The new 
board of directors that met after 
the general session decided to in- 
vestigate the matter from all an- 
gles with a view to organizing a 
contract bureau to hear all canéel- 
lation complaints.

The store where the visitor ts 
gushed over when she is considered 
a possible customer, and ignored 
when she shows she is not there 
to buy, will not be a popular store. 


When selling a customer, be sure 
to sell him a round-trip to your 
store, It’s the “repeater” who pays 
your rent.

Statement by Gaines. 

The statement of President Gaines 
follows: : 

“The fact that we are soon to 
have $4,000,000 to expend upon our 
schools, twice as much as our pres- 
ent school properties cost, has very

This vast sum of money will largely 
;remake our system, so far as school 
buildings are concerned. So that 
before we spend this money it is 
very proper to determine whether 
or not any changes should be made 


n it. 

“With this thought In view, anda 
in order to be able to expend this 
bond money to the very vest advan- 
tage the board of education has de- 
cided to have an educational survey 
made of thé city by some of the 
most capable and note® educators 
obtainable. While our schools are 
excellent, and we are proud of them, 
we could hardly assume to say that 
we know the last word in public 
school matters. 

“There are men, some of them 
connected with the' department of 
education at Washington, and some 
of them connected with certain great 
educational institutions, who have 
made a lifetime study of these ques- 
tions, men who are acquainted with 
educational systems all over our 
country and the world, men. who 
have made observations and collect- 
ed data, men who probably know 
more about these questions than we 
in Atlanta know, and the board of 
education feels that before it en- 
ters upon the expenditure of this 
vast sum of money that it should 
like to have the benefit of the ad- 
Vice and counsel:-of such specially 
trained people. 

Would Be Short Sighted. 


“Por us to say that we already 
know, without further investigation, 
all that there is to Know upon the 
subject, and for us to close our 6ars 
to what might be learned from (the 
outside, would be the worst kind 
of short-sightedness. On the con- 
trary, we should undertake to pro- 
vide for Atlanta the very best in 
the way of education for her boys 
and girls, the best according to the 
most modern and approved stand- 
ards. What we shall do now should 
fix the character and policies of 
Atlanta schools for all time to come. 
And so clearly we should adopt the 
best. And these especially trained 
educators can help us determine 
what that best is. The school board, 
therefore, has decided, at the very 
start, to wait long enough to have 
such a survey made. The bond com- 
mission concurs in this view. 

“This survey, being made as it 
is, by skilled and impartial, and un- 
biased educators, will doubtless help 
us toward a solution of many of 
we are 
now’ discussing so warmly, such 
questions as the restoration of the 
eighth grade, the questions of the 
junior high school and the type of 
the senior high schools, the size and 
character of buildings and how.the 
whole project can best be handled. 
As it turns out, the bonds probably 
cannot be sold for several months, 
so that the survey will mean actu- 
ally no delay. But even if it did 
mean some delay, it wuold be well 
to have it. 

Making Haste Too Rapidly. 

“There is sometimes such a thing 
as making haste too rapidly, espe- 
cially in great undertakings, such 
as the matter immediately ahead 
of us. People who have a great 
store to build take infinite pains to 
acquaint themselves with the latest 
and best stores of the kind wher- 
ever located; and properly so. And 
so with those who contemplate erect- 


the like. Shall we, who are laying 
out a system of schools for a whole 
great city, setting up an educa- 
tional program for generations to 
come, involving the outlay of mil- 
lions of dollars, be less careful. 

“Of course, we shall not be bound’ 
absolutely by the findings of a sur- 
vey. However, I should give its 
findings great weight, and would 
follow them, unless there were con- 
trolling reasons to the contrary. So 
it seems to me that a mistake was 
made in starting all these discus- 
sions so early. I think that it has 
done harm rather than good. The 
administrative officers of the sys- 
tem, and the high school pupils and 
the high school teachers and prin- 
cipals are all more or less wrought 
up over the questions. If the mat- 
ters migat have been allowed to 
wait until afer the survey perbaps 
all of these problems might have 
solved themselves. 

“That is one of the things.a sur- 
vey is for, to help determine sch6o!l 
problems.” 


REVENUE OFFICER 
SHOT TO DEATH 
IN RAID ON STILL 


News received by D, J. Gantt, pro- 
hibition enforcement officer for the 
soutneast, of tne death near Rich- 
ton, Miss., of J. F. Green, a revenue 
agent. Mr. Green was kille] while 
engaged in a raid, and this marks 
the ueath of the fourth of Mr. Gantt s 
agents during the past ten months, 
out ef sixty raiding officers em- 
ployed in the territory. 

‘Lelegrams were received by Mr. 
Gantt Saturday apprising him cf the 
death of the oftticer, also of the 
death of a county ee in taé same 
raid. It was declared that .ne par- 
ties responsibie for the killing are 
in jail, three in the Forfesat county 
jait in Hattiesburg, and one in the 
Jones county jail at Laurel. 

In June, 1920, the death of W. D. 
Dorsey, in White county, was the 
first killing to take place under Mr. 
Gantt’s regfme. December 6 of last 
year Richard Griffin was kil'ed in 
St. Clair county, Alabama, and ten 
days later R. W. Jackson was shot 
‘to death while engaged in a raid in 
Tayler county, Georgia. 

Mr. Gantt said Saturday that, in 
addition to the deaths among the 
revenue agents themselves, there had 
been many state officers killed in 
the raiding parties a that there 
were scores’ who had. been wounded 
while in the discharge of their du- 
ties.

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HERGHANTS FAVOR 
HANGE IN TAXES 


Members of Retail Asso- 
ciation Urged to Express 
Wishes to Washington 
Representatives. 


The soldiers’ bonus bill and the 
bill to establish a gross sales tax 
in place of the present excess prof- 
its tax, surtax, stamp taxes, and 
others, are two important matters 
on which the members of the At- 
lanta Retail Merchants’ association 
are being urged to communicate 
their wishes to their representatives 
in Washington. 

These matters have been called to 
attention by Colonel F. J. Paxon, 
of Davison-Paxon-Stokes company, 
who is just back from Washington, 
where he attended a conference of 
the taxation committee of the Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods associa- 
tion, of which he is vice president. 
The taxation committee met for 
the purpose of studying federal 
expenditures, present and prospec- 
tive, and federal methods of ob- 
taining revenue. 

Colonel Paxon is an ex-president 
of the Atlanta Retail Merchants’ as- 
sociation, a member of the executive 
committee and chairman of the 
finance committee. He returned 
to the city with an urgent request 
for the members of the association 
to lose no time in communicating 
to their representatives in Wash- 
ington their wishes concerning the 
two matters above mentioned, ) 

Help Disabled Soldiers. 

“Nobody is opposed to the fullest 
sort of help by the government for 
disabled soldiers,” said Colonel 
Paxon, “Nobody is opposed to 
the government assisting unemploy- 
ed soldiers to find employment. 
The question is whether the gov- 
ernment ought to pay a large bo- 
nus to ex-service men who were 
not disabled and who are not un- 
employed. We were told in Wash- 
ington by members of the house 
and senate that there is strong 
likelihood of the soldiers’ bonus 
bil] going through unless those op- 
posing it make themselves heard. 
This will cost the American 
taxpayers five billion dollars a year 
for several years. I was told in 
Washington, with other members 
of the taxatlon committee of the 
National Retail Dry Goods asso- 
ciation, that nearly every interest 
in the country makes known its 
wants except the merchants, the 
business men generally. 

“We are asking the members of 
the Atlanta Retail Merchants’ as- 
sociation to make known to their 
representatives in Washington thetr 
wishes concerning the soldiers’ bo- 
nus bill and the pending tax bills. 

“There is pending in congress a 
bill to repeal the excess profits 
tax, the surtax, the special taxes 
and stamp taxes of the revenue act 
of 1918, and to substitute in lieu 
thereof a tax on gross sales, or 
turnover, with a graduated income 
on personal incomes, and an in- 
crease of specific exemptions on in- 
comes. 

“This proposal has the support of 
the mercantile, interests through- 
out the country. It is estimated 
that a gross sale tax of one per- 
eent on all kinds of goods, wares 
and merchandise, embracing jaw 
materials, manufactured goods and 
real property, and including the re- 
ceipts of public and personal serv- 
ice corporations, amusements, clubs 
and other receipts, will yield an an- 
nual income of from four to six 
billion dollars. 

Object to Present System. 

“Innumerable objctions of a se- 
rious nature have developed in the 
operation of the present tax sys- 
tem, ‘The tax is unequal, for the 
raeson that two corporations doing 
the same amount of business and 
making the same percentage of 
profit are differently capita'ized, 
and the one which is conservative- 
ly capitalized pays a heavier tax 
than the one whose stock has heen 
inflated and watered. The tax is 
uncertain, in that no concern knows 
what its tax is going to be until 
the end of the year’s business. Ex- 
cessive and complicated tax, as 
levied now, are indisputably one 
of the great contributing factors 
of the high cost of living. 

The payment of the tax is made 
in a lump sum at the end of the 
year’s business, which makes it 
necessary for the government in 
the meanwhile to borrow money in 
the open market to meet its dis- 
bursements. The collection of tne 
tax is extremely expensive for the 
government, which must audit en #

or should not understand. 

Of course, there are a iarge num- 
ber of such pictures produced. Such 
pictures are not necessarily “un- 
clean” and even the censorship par- 
tisans do not claim that pictures 
of this class are dangerous for 
adults. Their one protest is based 
on the ground that they are unfit 
for children to see. 

There is no question about the 
fact that there are any number of 
pictures produced that children 
should not see. I have three chil- 
dren of my own, and I do not allow 
them to see any and all motion pic- 
tures. I select their screen diet with 
considerable care. 2 

Duty of Parent. 

But this work is the duty of the 
Parent and not of the censor. The 
average father or mother would not 
walk into a book store and purchase 
the first book that came to hand for 
consumption by their children. They 
would make their selection. with 
considerable care. There are books 
that are written for children and 
books that are written for adults | 
and there is, furthermore, another 
large literary group that can be 
read by individuals of any age. 

So it is with the screen. There 
are photoplays produced for adults 
and there are photoplays produced 
for children and there is still an- 
other large screen drama group de- | 
signed for family consumption, the | 
kind of picture that every one from | 
grandmother to the baby can see 
and enjoy. 

But these facts do not warrant | § 
the establishment of a censorship | 
board which shall restrict all screen 
material to the level of a child’s | 
mentality. We reserve the right to! 
occasionally produce a picture de- : 
signed for adult consumption. 

The parent who supports censor- 
ship because it safeguards his or | 
her child from the terrible menace | 
of the motion picture’s influence | 
is not only lazy, but they are shirk- | 
ing their duty as parents. Thev 
are saying in effect: “I will leave | 
this important matter to the pro-| 
ducer of motion pictures and to; 
the board of censorship.

Huntington, N. Y., and Capt. Charles Moller of 

Astoria, N. Y., towed it into that port. It is 

fifteen feet long, seven feet wide and weighs 

over three tons If it is really a fragment of 

the head of a sea serpent the monster itself 

would equal in proportion even the imaginative pictures painted 
by terror-stricken seafaring men at whom such creatures, from 
time to time, point glaring eyes and open mighty mouths from the 
sea nearby a laboring ship. 

Mr. Garretson and Capt. Moller first noticed the strange thing 
when fishing. Their attention was attracted by the antics of a 
school of sharks which seemed to be feasting royally on a piece of 
flotsam. They directed the motorboat toward the object. As they 
approached they saw what they believed at the time to be the 
carcass Of a whale. It was fully eighty feet long, they said, and 
the sharks were feeding on it. But when they drew nearer the 
appearance of the headbone was so striking that they determined 
to tow the thing ashore. Half-way to port all but the fragment 
of the head of the object broke away and sank. But they man- 
aged to salvage this much of the monster’s remains Every day 
since then divers have searched the waters about the spot to locate 
the missing fragments because, they believe, with the aid of these 
scientists might reconstruct the entire monster for the enlighten- 
ment of skeptics who doubt that such things as sea serpents exist 
or ever existed. 

But those whe make a business of remaking prehistoric ari- 
mals declare that if the bone recovered is part of the head of a 
monster, the eighty feét of it that Mr. Garretson says he saw the 
sharks feeding on was only part of its total length. In animals 
of that type, it was pointed out, the head is disproportionately 
small, and the fifteen feet of headbone recovered might indicate a 
total length of something about 250 or even 300 feet. How many 
tons such an animal, if such it might be called, would weigh only 
the imagination can estimate 

Most illuminating discussions have foliowed its discovery. 
Some go so far as to assert that it is of the species of prehistori 
monsters that are frequently unearthed in fossil form in various 
parts Of the western coast of'the United States. Not that these 


Sai that the monster was a land animal, but that the fossils 


found in the past were those of sea creatures which inhabited the 
ocean and were left stranded to die when the waters of the great 
flood receded. Some say that this thing found in the southern 
waters may be the head of a family of either the “dinohyus” or 
the ‘“‘moropus” type. They point out that the recent series of sea- 
quakes reported on seismographs in all parts of the world prob- 
ably wrénched the fossil remains free from the fissure at the 
ocean’s bed in which it had become firmly fixed and permitted it 
to rise to the surface. If the seaquake theory proves acceptable 
the chances are that future quakes may release similar remains 
of prehistoric creatures. 

But Mr. Garretson, who is not a scientist, insists that this 
theory is wrong because, he contends, sharks want something more 
substantial to feed on than prehistoric bones. He has told his ac- 
quaintances that he believes the sea monster is not a prehistoric 
animal, but a modern one, and that while it may have been killed 
in the earthquake, it only recently lived and grew fat on such 
things as whales. 

His firm insistence that the sharks were feeding on the Carcass, 
which was lost in the towing, offers additional evidence to support 
the stories of sea captains that sea monsters really live. Sea 
captains who reported such occurrences all agree on one point— 
thé timidity of these terrifying-looking creatures. It is this shy- 
ness which has prevented photographic proof of the existence of 
the creatures. 

If such monsters live at the lower depths of the ocean they 
would be endowed with just such a mighty head as that which 
Mr. Garretson came upon. Three miles below the surface the 
water pressure is two and one-half tons to the square inch. How 
powerful the head of any animal would have to be to withstand 
that dreadful weight becomes readily apparent. 

Whatever it is, the near future may determine, for scientists 
are studying it with great care. The establishment of the exist- 
ence of such a creature would not amaze those who once scoffed 
at thé idea of prehistoric monsters and who were convinced by 
the giant skeletons uncovered in lava beds and alluvial deposits 
and are now mounted in the great museums of the world.

LTHO you may 
Nave mapped out 
an entirely differ- 
ent plan for your 
own garden, for 
the purposes. of 
this article we 
shall assume that 
it has one row of 
tall flowers run- 
ning Tight thru 
the middie, that 
on either side of 
it there is a row 
of medium fow- 
ers and (fronting 
either medium 
row is a row of 
small flowers 


Just as we laid a pencil in the seed 
box for the purpose of marking oui 
straight seed gutters, so now we shall 
lay a flagpole or a hoe, depending upon 
the length of the garden, right thru 
the middle of it and press it down very 
gentiy. That marks the seed gutter for 
the central row of tall flowers. Then 
similarly we shall mark off rows on 
either side of the center for the other 
four seed gutters. 


There will be at least three kinds of 
seeds. and it would be best to take the 
packets and Jay them in the gutters in 
which they are to be planted. 

To open a packet of seed properly 


it should be held up and tapped so 


be cut off. Now carefully press the 
sidea, and the packet will open like a 
pouch. 

Hlold the packet over the gutter where 
you are going to plant the seed and 
gently tap, tap. tap with the first 
finger until the seeda begin to drop. 
Move it along the gutter while you keep 
tapping until you have the gutter dot- 
fed with seed. Do not plant them too 
close, for vour plants will need room. 
vou know. Remember that small seeds 
must not be planted deep and that large 
seeds must not be planted cloge. 

When you have sown all your seeds 
thus, eprinkle some earth over them. 
Simply take some in your hands, hold 
it above the seeds and rub it between 
vour palms, afterward patting the en- 
‘ire row with the palms to make eure 
the #oil will retain the seeds. 

After planting, mark your rows wita 
sticks. labélirflg the sticks at the end of 
each row with the name of the flowers 
planted therein. 

Perhaps you think it is not necessary 
10 Make the seed line so etraight? But 
it is. Unless they were planted in 
straight rows, vou would not be able 
to tel] them from 4he weeds when they 
first came up, and also were they plant- 
ed in haphazard way, the garden couli! 
not possibly nave the desirable charac- 
teristic of neatness,

When you plant flowerae along the 
fence or house, choose tall ones for 
the Rack of the fence or next to the 
house and plant the short ones at the 
front. Remember also to consider your 
color scheme carefully before sowing 
By failure to do color planning before- 
rand such catastrophes as pink sweet 
peas next to orange nasturtiums fre- 
euently happen. 

Among taller flowers for your center 
row you can choose from the following: 
asters, balsam, calendula, calliopsis, 
cesosia, centurea, cosmos, dahlias, gail- 
lerdia, larkspur, salvia, marigold. nico- 
tiana, acbiosa, sunflowers and zinnias. 
The medium ones include: candytuft, 
dainthus, mignonette, petunias, nige}l- 
lapoppies, nasturtiums, and phlox. For 
your row.of even short flowers, con- 
sider this list: pansies, sweet alyssum, 
forgei-me-nots, and verbenas. 

Make a list of the tall flowers you 
like best, then the medium ones and 
finally the small ones, rndicating the 
colors vou wish. After you have made 
this Hst you can tell very easily -what 
plants go together and what ones wil! 
clash as to color. If you wish to -use 
several varieties of plants of each size. 
‘t would be Wisest. to choose three tal! 
varieties, two short varieties and six 
medium varieties, That wil] include 
varieties to keep your vases 
filled all summer, and it will also pro- 
\ide for your garden looking its best 
Oth as to color and arrangement.

FROM THE MEN

HE right to earn 
our own  Iliving 
and our entrance 
into sports have 
given us women 
the opportunity of 
observing the male 
animal in his own 
environment and 
for admiring cer- 
tain manly quali- 
ties which he dis- 
plays. The right 
to vote has ob- 
literated for ali 
time the old bug- 
bear of the ‘‘man- 
nish” woman, 60 
we need not hesitate to imitate some of 
the excellent qualities which we Ob- 
serve in the men. 

Have you had the opportunity of ob- 
serving for yourself just what these 
excellent qualities are? There are six 
of them that we can think of at the 
present time. Of course, all of these 
qualities may not be present in each 
and every male of the human species, 
but the great majority of men have 
them. 

Most men are good sportsmen, that 
is to say, they are good losers, while 
most women are not. Men have learn- 
ed, thru playing many games, that it 
is impossible for all the players to win. 
Somebody must lose and the average 
man is willing to accept defeat grace- 
fully. He does not offer excuses or try 
to ehift the blame for his failure, but 
congratulates the other fellow. admits 
he was the better man, that the fight 
was fair, and resolves to win the next 
time.

She 
thinks that the success of another 
somehow reflects on her own abilities 
arid throws her into the shade. This 
attitude has helped a great deal to 
make it rather difficult for us women 
to convince men that we really have 
brains and are broad-minded.

[ICTURE a girl, a beautiful girl, with $608,000 
eves and the trade mark “most beautiful 
woman in all the world” upon her white 
brow, kneeling at the door of an artist’s studio, 
tearfully imploring admission, while first a man’s 
gruff voice, then two women’s shrill voices, say: 

“Go ’way!” 

LAsten as she moans: 

“But he is my husband. He is mine in the 
sight of man and God. You have no right to take 
him from me. I! want him. I need him. Didn't 
I make him. Wasn’t J the inspiration for his 
painting, ‘The Goddess of Happiness,’ for which 
he got $600,000? Are not its famous eyes my 
eyes, my eyes that I loaned to him because I 
loved him? Did I not permit the impression to 
go abroad that I was a model so that it would 
help him by giving him publicity? What right 
have you to keep him from me? Let mein, I say!” 

“Go ’way!” 

“Why? I demand to know.” 

“Because his art is too important to permit 
you to interfere with it,” comes the answer 
through the closed door. “Genius needs solitude 
for proper culture. You disturb him. Art must 
triumph. Go ’way!”’ 

Figuratively the above faithfully describes 
the latter weeks of the married life of Mme. 
Claudia Windsor-Roth-Busch-Tartoue, before she 
left her painter husband, Pierre Tartoue, whose 
friends hail him as a second Sargent, a portrait 
painter of rare genius. And it explains why the 
couple are estranged and why two legal actions 
have been begun and a third is under considera- 
tion. For, when the.wonderfully beautiful girl 
began to lose the contro] of her husband’s un- 
divided affection and attention, to those friends 
who lent sympathetic ear she tearfully confided: 

“They won't let me love my own husband. All 
my life I have longed for a home and love, a long- 
ing that began when I first played with dolls. 
Twice I tried marriage and found it a failure. 
But when I wedded Pierre I believed I had finally 
won a man with whom I! would find ideal com- 
panionship and a home. But they won’t let me.” 

Then, dramatically, she would tell how, time 
after time, they would put her out—actually 
eject her—from her husband’s studio in West 
Fifty-seventh street, near Seventh avenue, New 
York City, humiliating and intimidating her with 
all sorts of threats and actions until they finally 
succeeded in sealing to her the door of the studio 
in which she and Tartoue had been so happy. 

“I was so happy in that studio,” she said, 
when interviewed in the Hotel Plaza, New York 
City, where she is living with her mother, Mrs. 
R. Bengue Barnett of Pendleton, Ore. “It was 
just wonderful when Pierre and I were alone, 
before they broke it up. I would cook him meals 
with my own hand, so that he would not have to 
go out to dinner when fatigued at the close of a 
trying day’s work. We were so happy there— 
night after night all alone—unti] they interfered 
and spoiled my perfect dream. 

“They say that they want to save him for 
art’s sake. But that is not so. They want to 
put him up in business—just imagine it—a French 
artist in business. But they have the idea firmly 
placed in his head that he would make a success- 
fu) financier and they didn’t want me around be- 
cause I wanted to save him from such a life and 
wanted to help him rise to the top rank of 
painters.” 

The “they” referred to so often in the pretty 
woman’s story of her troubles with her husband 
are pretty mysterious persons. None of the per- 
sonnel was known for many days after the bfeak

between the couple. Since, however, quite re- 
cently, an action, the nature of which is also 
secret, has been started in the New York Su- 
preme Court in which damages are asked from 
Rene Van Lennep, a well known society clubman.

Concerning these Mme. Tartoue says: 

“Two elderly women played an important part 
in estranging Pierre from me. They acted as if 
Pierre were a big boy and I a little girl with 
whom ‘auntie’ didn’t want me to play. Who are 
the ‘aunties’? That will be revealed in the sep- 
aration action I have begun.” 

- According to those who assert they know the 
“inside” of it, the beginning of that suit for sep- 
aration in the New York courts, incidentally the 
third marital litigation in which Mme. Tartoue 
has figured since her 18th birthday, caused Tar- 
toue to make his recent trip to Pendleton, native 
town of Mme.

He knew that I had been married before, and to 
save him from embarrassment I promised him 
when I married him, after he had been divorced, 
that I would.say nothing about the past. He said 
that if society persons knew I had been married 
they would stay away from his studio. 

‘Y told him al] about my marriage when I was 
still a schoolgir] to Louis Roth, a Cleveland boy, 
also still in college, and who now is dead. Be- 
cause of the objections of our parents that mar- 
riage was annulled. 

“T also told my husband before our wedding 
about my marriage to George J. Busch of St. 
Louis. That marriage, too, was annulled as soon 
as I learned that he had a wife and two Hhittle 
girls.

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my family, several of whom have lent me money 
since I met Pierre.” 

No matter how the various actions in court 
end, society of the country will long have for- 
zotten.all its details, it is a safe venture, before 
losing the mental picture of the famous bird ball 
that the Tartoues gave in New York City upon 
their return from their honeymoon. Two trou- 
pials, beautiful birds secured on their tour, the 
size of a pigeon and as beautiful as the male 
English pheasant, were released in the ballroom, 
and while the dancers glided on the highly pol- 
ished floor the gay-plumaged birds hopped from 
shoulder to shoulder of the guests as if they, too, 
wished to enjoy the dance and the music. It was 
an innovation even to blase high society and it 
did much to bring the painter’s name into promi- 
nence. Ever after Mme. Tartoue kept the birds 
and still plays with them each day. They always 
received much attention from the representa- 
tives of art, literature and society who were the 
guests of the Tartoues and were admired by stich 
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as Gen. John J. Pershing, Admiral William Sow- 
den Sims, Mrs. Hamilton Gould and others whose 
portraits were painted by Tartoue. 

Nor will society soon forget the romance of 
that painting, “The Goddess of Happiness,” for 
which, it is reported, the Du Ponts paid $600,000. 
The painting had not been completed when the 
artist met Mme. Tartoue. The eyes had not been 
opened. When he saw her he realized that her 
eyes were needed to make the painting great. He 
got her to sit for him and took several photo- 
graphs of her eyes. Out of these he painted the 
eyes that feature the painting. Mme. Tartoue 
explains to her friends that the two figures in 
the painting were not posed by society girls nor 
by herself, but by two models. They say that 
she simply contributed the eyes. And then they 
ask:

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Many Uses for Powdered Buttermilk 


dered. In this form it keeps indefinitely 

without refrigeration, and can therefore be 
shipped to any distance without danger of spoil- 
ing. Shipping costs are less because of its light- 
ness, and its keeping qualities permit it to reach 
a far wider trade than was formerly possible. In 
the winter months, when buttermilk is scarce be- 
cause less butter is made, this product finds a 
ready market. 

Buttermilk powder, dissolved in water, is used 
as a general substitute for buttermilk. Not much 
change takes place in drying it. Some of the 
large bakeries are beginning to use this product 
in bread making, and soap, drug, pancake-flour, 
and other manufactories are making some use of 
it. The dry, though unmilled buttermilk, which 
is rather coarse, has been used for chicken feed, 
with good results. 

The machinery for drying and powdering but- 
termilk, as described in Popular Mechanics by 
Hjatmer Lindquist, consists essentially of a 
slowly rotating steam-heated cylinder upon which 
the buttermilk is forcibly sprayed, and then 
scraped off when dry. In operation, the butter- 
milk is sprinkled from a perforated pipe onto the 
hollow metal cylinder, and permitted to bake 
while the cylinder makes nearly a complete revo- 
lution, which requfres about one minute. It is 
then scraped off by a snugly fitted blade set at 
an angle againat the cylinder’s side. 

The milk is dried to nearly a crisp by the 
time it reaches the knife and hardens stil] fur- 
ther in cooling. Milk from the sprinkler that 


Berea. in is now being dried and pow- 


fails to cling to the cylinder drips into a pa: 
underneath and is pumped back into the sprinkle 
pipe again. The drip pan is kept filled with mill: 
to a certain level by a float control on the supplv 
pipe. The buttermilk gravitates from tanks 
above, and is warmed and partly condensed be- 
fore it reaches the drying machines. 

Vapor given off from the baking milk on the 
hot cylinders is carried off by a system of hoods 
placed over each machine for the purpose. These 
hoods connect with a 2-foot-square wooden vent 
running along the ceiling over all the machines. 
and from it the vapor is drawn out of doors 
through a stack in the roof. 

The dry milk is scraped off the cylinder in a 
thin crumbling sheet that folds and breaks as i: 
passes the knife’s edge and slides down the blade 
side to fall into the receiving box below. By the 
time it reaches the box it looks something like 
chopped straw, bright yellow in color. After 
milling, the color is white. 

A rotating screw, in the receiving box, cuts up 
the now cool and baked milk particles to some 
extent and gradually works them to one end of 
the box, where they drop through a hole into an- 
other box of like character which continues the 
process, working the material in an opposite 
direction. At the end of this latter box the meal 
drops into a metal basket. A man with a low 
box-topped truck gathers the dry buttermilk 
from 14 such machines: He empties the baskets 
into his truck and shovels it into an elevator 
spout that carries it to the floor above, where it 
is run through a milling process to powder it.

IMRE is a monthly magazine which features the 
alleged cruelty of vivisection. It pictures dogs and 
guinea pigs and cats under the knife of the surgeon. 


It has caused a really formidable outcry against 


the practice, 
It remains for’ some publication to begin an 
exposure of dissecting souls in the interest of the 
Written page—the souls of women. The Granger-Thomas 
ease offers a terrible example of it. The professor is a dis- 
tinguished sociologist. To a child wife Such as Mrs. Granger 
his arguments were irresistibly persuasive. He talked to her 
s0 smoothly that she consented to do what he said he, wanted 
her to do. She went with him with the same mental attitude 
that a man has who gives a quart of his blood to save the 
life of a dying friend. 

She went with the professor to other cities and to hotels 
without any thought save that of aiding him in his writings. 
He wanted atmosphere ,and local color for his fortheoming 
book. He wanted to know all about a married woman's 
opinions on various subjects pertaining to sex and society. 
He needed it for his book. And she consented to help him. 

‘She posed for him. She surrendered to him every thought 
in her mind. She was as docile in his hands and as pliable 
as a piece of clay in the fashioning fingers of the sculptor. 
She did not even try to conceal it. She went with him in 
broad daylight to this hotel and that. She gloried with him 
in his belief that his book would be a success. Her mind 
was in such a state that even when the Piper appeared to be 
paid she did not seem to realize the strains to which she 
had been dancing. As a child would turn to her mother 
she turned to her husband—far away in France fighting for 
his country. 

When she and the professor were caught Mrs. Granger 
said: 
“When my husband gets back I shall abide in happiness 
with him and him alone. But there will be shooting when 
he comes back! And if he learns now he will immediately 
desert to come.” 

She never doubted, then, that her soldier husband would 
come back. In fact, she was confident that he would believe 
her explanation, that he would take her into his arms ana 
kiss away her tears and apply balm of forgiveness to her 
seared soul. But now she has found, after years of waiting, 
that her husband does not reconcile research work, even on 
the subject of sex, with wifely duty, when the research work 
entailed visits to other cities with another married man old 
enough to be her father. Now she is seeking a divorce. 

In a sentence the wife of the distinguished professor sym- 
med up the case when she learned that her husband ang the 
young woman had been found together. Young women con- 
templating similar adventures might gather food for thought 
in her utterance. She had taken Mrs. Granger under her 
roof to nurse her back to a mental normal state. She said: 

“Mrs. Granger is an immature child dazzled by the dis- 
tinguished professor.” 

Then she called the author of “Sex and Society” and other 
books of like complexion a “‘silly boy.” 

Professor Thomas’ ideas on the subject he had in mind 
when he took the wife of Lieut. Rufus Granger with 
him to public places are illuminating. Extracts from one of 
his books read as follows: 

“Monogamy is a habit acquired by the race, not because 
it has answered more completely to the organic interest of 
the individual, but because it has more completely served 
social needs, particularly by assuring to the Woman anq her 
children the undivided interest and providence of the man. 

“In early times the law of natural selection, not the taw 
of choice, operated to preserve the groups in which a monoga- 
mous or quasi-monogamous tendency showed itself (since 
the children in these cases were better trained and nourished). 
and in historical times and among ourselves all of the ma- 
‘chinery of church and state has been set in motion in fayor 
of the system. 

“In point of fact, the members of civilized societies at the 
present time have become so refined and have so far accepted 


ethical standards that monogamy is the system actually 
favored on sentimental grounds as well as on grounds of 
expediency by a large proportion of any civilized population. 

“On the other hand, speaking from the biological stand- 
point, monogamy does not, as a rule, answer to the condi- 
tions of highest stimulation, since here the problematical and 
elusive elements disappear to some extent, and the object of 
attention has grown so familiar in consciousness that the 
emotional reactions are qualified. 

“This is the fundamental explanation of the fact that 
married men and women frequently become interested in 
others than their partners in matrimony. I may also just 
allude to the fact that the large body of the literature of 
intrigue represented by the tales of Boceacio and Margaret of 
Navarre is based on the interest in unfamiliar women. 

‘‘Familiarity with women within the group (i. e., the same 
clan or the same social status of that clan) and unfamiliarity 
with women without the group is the explanation of exogamy 
on the side of interest; and the system of exogamy is a result 
of exchanging familiar women for others * * *% 

“It is psychologically true that only the unfamiliar and 
not-completely-controlled is interesting. This is the secret 
of the interest of modern scientific pursuit and of games. 
States of high emotional tension are due-to the presentation 
of the unfamiliar—tthat is, the unanalyzed, the uncontrolled— 
to the attention. 

“And although the intimate association and daily fa- 
miliarity of family life produce affection, they are not favor- 
able to the genesis of romantic love. Cognition is so com- 
plete that no place is left for emotional appreciation. Our 
common expression ‘falling in love’ and ‘love at _ sight’ 
imply, in fact, unfamiliarity; and there can be no question 
that men and women Would prefer at present to get mates 
away from home.” P 

It is not at all surprising to read that the author of these 
sentences—not of the ‘‘sentiments,”’ since the newspapers are 
full every day of the didoes and pranks of countless other 
men and women who apparently seem to think that he has 
the right ‘‘dope’’ on life—has figured in a sensational applica- 
tions of his theories, of the real life practice of his preach- 
ments, and that the companion of hi ost picturesque 
escapade has turned to the divorce court. There is, how- 
ever, a tinge of irony in the lady’s complaint. Though a 
pupil of the savant who justifies straying from the hearth- 
side as a natural impulse merely because one’s husband or 
wife becomes a tiresome sight through daily ‘familiarity,’ 
the grievance of the lady in the case is that her husband has 
deserted her. 

In her application for a decree of divorce just filed in the 
Superior Court in Los Angeles, Mrs. Pearl Raines Granger 
alleges that she has never set eyes on her husband, Lieut. 
Rufus Granger, since he went to France to fight for his 
country. It was while the lieutenant was dodging whizz- 
bangs in the thickets of the Argonne that he learned of his 
wife’s interest in the elderly Prof. William Isaac Thomas of 
the faculty of the University of Chicago. He has never re- 
turned to her. ?

He learned of it through the papers, and the cause of its 
appearance in the papers, was by a whim of chance, the by- 
product of another war activity. Back in 1917-18 when 
government espiénage was following a lot of people who were 
blissfully ignorant of it, though gradually, since the end of 
the war, we are coming to know that the United States secret 
service was a most thorough and capable machine; in those 
days of suspense, a government agent traveling out of Chicago 
one day noticed a man and woman on a train not from any 
espécially marked action of suspiciousness on their part, but 
mostly from his professional habit of noticing everybody.

‘‘Marriage as it exists today is rapidly approaching a form 
of immorality. Matrimony fs often an arrangement by which 
the woman trades her irreproachable conduct for irreproach- 
able gowns, 

“Children are not the , result of marriage, 
is the result of children. The strain of the matrimonial 
situation is at present abnormal and almost impossible. The 
demand for attention from husbands on the part of the wives 
are greater than is compatible with the absorbing general 
activities of the latter.’’ 

The matter quoted at the beginning of this article is 
from “Sex and Society,’’ a collection of treatises by Prof. 
Thomas written when he was still a lecturer at the Chicago 
University. For all its’ boldness of thought, it has had wide 
vogue among men and women who are supposed to have 
more expénsive’foreheads than most of us ordinary mortals. 
it certainly has some original views. Generally and aca/¥ 
demically speaking, sex is by no means the complicated mat 
ter that lyric poets and playwrights have pretended it was, 
so the professor argues. It is nothing more than a question 
of metabolism. ‘‘The determination of sex,” he writes, ‘‘is 
a chemical matter, maleness~and femaleness being solely the 
expression of a difference of attitude toward, food.”’ 

This, it should be” remarked, has no reference toward 
your fondness for ice cream and bon bons—if you are a 
woman—npr for your choice of a rare stezk or a Welsh 
rarebit—if you are a man. The professor is speaking not 
gastronomically, but. morphologically and embryologically. 
His theory is that the human embryo turns male or female 
at a certain period in ite development according to the 
amount of nourishment it happens to receive. If it is over- 
fed it becomes a little girl and gets all sorts of nice presents. 
If it is underfed, it sends the old man down to the office 
some morning with a foolish grin on his face as he tells 
the boys: ‘‘Well, there’s a fine white hope up at our house; 
came last night. and weighs 10 pounds.”’ 

Sounds like it ought to be the other way around, but the 
professor says no and goes on in long words to show that this 
difference in sex origin distinguishes the sexes all through 
life. The woman, he says, is anabolic, tending to acquire 
and store up energy. He also says she more readily tends 
to acquire Obesity, and if the advertisements in the fashion 
magazines. are to be trusted the professor certainly has 
scored a bullseye.

Then he goes on to declare that women need not 
be honest in the commervial sense. She is rather praised, 
he says, for her skillful manipulation of her spending money, 
vhich is why she often displays a spoon or a wineglass, un- 
biushingly admitting it is a souvenir of a visit to this or 
chat cafe. If she has short-changed the grocer it is a feat, 
ind if the street car conductor overlooks her it is something 
to be teld with,pride. Her fibs, too, are passed off as 
pleasant jokes. But on pain of ostracism she must be honest 
in the strictest sense of observing the ‘‘moral code.’

I need not refer to the fact that in modern society tkis is 
accomplished by; or perhaps we should better say transpires 
in connection with, diaphanous fabrics and decollete dresses. 

“We see a minimum expression of modesty in the court- 
ship of animals, where the modesty of the female is a form of 
fear on the organic side, but the accompanying movements 
of avoidance are, at the same time, a powerful attraction to 
the male. * * * When habits are set up and are running 
smoothly, the attention is withdrawn; and nakedness was a 
habit in the ynclothed societies, just as it may become a 
habit now in the artist’s model.

as to the value of the effort. It is 
not too much to say that he wel- 
‘omes the conflict and hopes that 
in it the allegorial tradition will be 
spattered and upon its ruins a great- 
er structure rise.
